A negro named Mack Segars was 
lynched at Brantley near Troy, foi 
the attempted rape on the 12-vear-old 
daughter of J. W. Everage. Aftei 
she identified him he confessed the 
crime. 

Chief of Police McDonald of Birm. 
ingham has just received notice of his 
appointment to the vice presidency of 
the National Chief of Police Union of 
America. The honor is regarded a9 a 
very high one. 

On Christinas day Sam, the 14-year-, 
old son of Mr. Charles Black of Tus- 
kaloosa, while hunting was killed by 
the accidental discharge of his gun. 
The entire load entered his breast, 
producing almost instant doath. The 
dead boy was a universal favorite. 

The American Tribune, Indianapo¬ 
lis, Ind„ publishes this item: “If 
the friends of the late Capt. Brown, 
9th Ala., Vol. confederates will learn 
something of his fate, as he wa9 killed 
at the battle of Cedar Creek, Va., Oct, 
19 tli, 1864. John Holliday, Kirk¬ 
wood, Ill.” 

Charlia Barksdale dropped dead at 
Cordova a few nights since- He ran 
several hundred yards to catch a train 
find his heart ceased to beat just as he 
reached the depot, lie was bookkeep¬ 
er for tlio American Coal Company 
there. Barksdale came from ecotts- 
ville, Va., about four years ago, 

Pat Cleaves, of Texas, a son of Hon. 
A. J. Cleaves, of Randolph county, 
Alabama, was burned to death in Tex- 
BS a few days ago. Young Cheaves’s 
Store was on fire and lie, in attempt to 
rescue some valuables therein, was 
penned in by the flames and burned to 
a crisp. 

C. H- D. Mai straw, of Utah, has 
purchased 1,200 acres of laud in Wal- 
keAounty, winch lie win at once put 
under fence and stock with 3,000 
sheep- He is an old sheep raiser and 
says Walker county is the best place 
for sheep he ever saw. He says he 
■will bring others to Alabama from the 
west. 

At Bozeman, Joe Marbury, the 11- 
year-old son of J. II. Marbury, a 
wealthy lumber manufacturer, was 
carelessly handling a gun. The muz¬ 
zle was near his abdomen, when he 
accidentally struck the hammer with 
Jiis foot. The gun fired, the entire 
load going through the boy’s body. 
Atlast aooeunt he was dying.

A posse of the friends of the noto¬ 
rious Sides boys broke into the jail at 
Russellville and liberated" 

Dock and Lee Sides. They were im¬ 
prisoned for the . alleged murder of 
Postmaster Kira, at Guin, and was 
held in default of $10,000 bonds. ’ No 
blood was shed in the release of the 
men. This is the second attempt their 
friends haye made.to liberate them. 

There has long existed a feud be¬ 
tween the two men, growing out of 
disputes over stock running at large in 
the range. It is said that Norwood 
has frequently threatened to kill En- 
glebert, and has several times waylaid 
him. Englebcrt also cla ; ms that Nor¬ 
wood on one occasion shot at him 
from ambush. 

A few days since at the sawmill of 
W. C. Nickoll’s, about ten inile9 south¬ 
east of Huntsville, the boiler exploded 
and killed tin? engineer, Ben Thomas, 
and the fireman, Amos Banks, colored. 
Banks was thrown a great distance 
through the limbs of trees and killed. 
Thomas was struck by a flying missile 
and fatally wounded. It is supposed 
that the steam was allowed to get too 
high for the capacity of the boiler. 
Both ffien leave families. 

A serious shooting affray occurred 
Friday afternoon. Mr. M. Helgren, 
a country surveyor, was out in the 
woods tracing some lines. Robert B. 
Englebert, who lived near, had ex¬ 
pressed a desire to have his lines es¬ 
tablished when the surveyor came up, 
and word was sent him accordingly to 
come and join the party. When he 
came up he saw Henry Norwood sit¬ 
ting by a tree and instantly raised his 
double-barrel gun and fired on^himy- 
shooting him in the !eftshouldei' nt -Ak 
and head with buckshot. Eng as Je1 - t 
reloaded his gun, went home and got 
his horse and came to the station* and 
surrendered. 

Tho Anniston Pipe and Foundry 
company has been organized at An¬ 
niston, with F. O. Miller of Newport, 
Ky., president; J. K. Dirnmiuk of 
Anniston, vice-president and general 
manager; II. B. Cooper of Anniston, 
secretary, and H. C. Peters of New 
York, treasurer. This company has 
been organized to operate the old An¬ 
niston Pipe works, one of the largest 
plants of that kind in the south, the 
buildings and yards covering tweuty- 
fivo acres of ground, with a capacity 
for turning out 200 tons of the finished 
product daily. The new company 
will put the pipe works, which have 
been idle several months, in operation 
at an early date, probably some time 
in January. 

Town Marshal Philips of Pratt 
City, learned that a game was in pro¬ 
gress in a notorious gambling den in 
that town, and summoning five otheij 
“offic*sT'weTff to take' possession of 
the place. As his posse entered tire 
room the lights were extinguished by 
the gamblers and a promiscuous fight 
commenced. During the fnsilade the 
gamblers raised a window and most 
of them escaped. When the lamps

were lighted, Henry'Sherman, one of 
the gamblers, was found dead on the 
floor, and Sam Stern and Isaac Milton, 
two others, were groaning, it is said, 
with fatal injuries. One of the offi¬ 
cers was also seriously wounded. It 
is thought that others of the gamblers 
were shot, as blood was found along 
the road by which they departed. 

Montgomery was visited by a dis¬ 
astrous fire the past week. The fire 
broke oat at 1 o’clock in the morning in 
the store on Commercial street occu¬ 
pied by Alexander McKinzie & Co., 
fancy groceries and liquors, and that 
store was completely gutted—loss 
about $10,000, covered by insurance. 
Over McKinzie’s store was occu¬ 
pied by the Excelsior Printing Com¬ 
pany, whose plant was completely de- 
slroyed—loss about $10,000, insurance 
$4,000. The plant of the Alabama 
Baptist in the adjoining building was 
also destroyed. The Excelsior Print¬ 
ing Company had just completed a 
volume of the state supreme court re¬ 
ports which were awaiting binding, 
and they are in the ruins. Another 
valuable document destroyed was the 
brief of Col. II. C. Tompkins for the 
United States supreme court in the 
case of Gilmer V3. Josiah Morris. 
This suit is for nearly a million dol¬ 
lars, and the brief had just been set 
up and the proof was read yesterday. 

Governor Jones lias pardoned 
Charles Meineke, a German, who has 
for several years been a convict in the 
state penitentiary. He was convicted 
of the murder of an old man—Albert 
Lyons, of Russell county, Alabama. 
Lyons was shot while going to a well 
for some water after dark one night. 
Meineke, who could scarcely under¬ 
stand English and who had just come 
over to this country, was employed by 
Lyons as a farm hand. lie was sus¬ 
pected, tried and convicted of the mur¬ 
der. He pleaded innocence and 
claimed that Lyons’s wife, who was 
young and dashing, had offered him a 
large sum to murder her husband so 
that she might get the money he pos¬ 
sessed, which was considerable. He 
claimed that he had declined the prop- 
ositon but was nevertheless convicted 
and sentenced to life imprisonment. 
For the past two years the German 
citizens of the northern part of the 
slate have been working on Governor 
Jones. Frank O'Biien, of Birming¬ 
ham ha 3 been laigly instrumental in 
securing his pai don and the German 
citizens of that city presented 
him with'a solid silver water service 
in appreciation of his kindly efforts. 

A Fust Run. 

Frances J. Dawes, a wealthy Chica¬ 
go Brewer, received word at New Or¬ 
leans that his child was dying there 
and chartering an Illinois Central 
train, the tracks were cleared and Mr, 
Dawes and his wife were whirled over 
the 1,000 miles at the rate of a mile a 
minute. He paid $1,000 for the trip 
and broke all records between New 
Orleans and Chicago, making the run 
in 26 1-2 hours. 


R. G. Dun’s weekly teview says: 
Starting with the largest trade ever 
known, mills crowded with work and 
ali business stimulated by high hopes, 
the year 1893 has proved, in sudden 
shiinkage of trade, in commercial dis¬ 
asters and depression of industries, the 
worst for fifty years. Whether the fi¬ 
nancial results of the panic of 1837 
were realty more severe, the scanty 
records o f that time do not clearly 
show. The year closes with prices of 
many productions the lowest ever 
known, with millions of workers 
seeking in vain for work aud with 
charity laboring to keop back suffering 
and starvation in all our cities. We 
all hope the new yeur may bring 
brighter days, but the dying year 
leaves only a dismal record. 

The review of different departments 
of trade given today exhibits a collapse 
of industry and bu-iuess which is al¬ 
most without precedent. 

The iron industry attained a weekly 
production of 181,551 tonsof pig May 
1, hut by October the output had fallen 
to 73,895 tons, and the recovery to 
about 100,000 December 1 still leaves 
40 per cent of the force unemployed. 

Over one-half of the woolen manu¬ 
factories are idle and, excepting a 
brief recovery in November, have been 
ever since new wool came in May, for 
all sales at the three chief markets in 
the eight months have been but 166,- 
'795,460 pounds, partly for speculation, 
the price having fallen 20 per cent for 
fleece, to the lowest point ever known, 
against 212,839,003 pounds in the 
same mouths last year. 

Sales of cotton goods are fully a 
quarter below the usual quantity. The 
small advance attempted in boots and 
shoes a year ago was sustained, but 
with prices as low as ever, the ship¬ 
ments of boots and shoes from Boston 
are 24 per cent less than last year in 
December. 

Not only manufactured goods as a 
whole, but the most important farm 
products are so low that fanners find 
little comfort. Official and other re 
j ports deluded traders with the notion 
I that crops of last year were so short 
that famine prices would be realized on 
purchasesEuormous stocks were bought 
and hold, with the aid of banks, until 
heavy receipts in the spring caused a 
collapse of wheat, pork and cotton 
pools. 

Disastrous failures helped to pro¬ 
duce the alarm, which soon made mon¬ 
ey impossible to get, but even at the 
worst hour of the panic prices were 
scarcely l£>wer than they are now. 
Wlieat has repeatedly sold at the low¬ 
est price ever known, and is but 1-2 a 
cent above it now. Pork fell $7 in an 
hour when the speculation burst, but 
sells lower yet today. Cotton was lif¬ 
ted a cent with accounts of scarcity in 
September, but has lost most of the 
gain and sells below 8 cents. Thus 
unreasonable speculations, by prevent¬ 
ing the sale of surplus products, have 
proved a great injury to farmers at a 
time when their enforced curtailment 
of purchases is disastrous to all other 
industries. Clear evidence of the 
shrinkage in direct branches of bus- 
siness is afforded by answers already 
received to several thousand circulars 
requesting figures of sales during tbs 
last half of 1893 and ’92. 

Iron returns thus far aggregate $40,- 
858,180, against $65,520,921 last year, 
a decrease of 38 per cent. Reports 
thus far of jewelry show a decrease of 
29 per cent. 

It is curious that the only trade 
showing any increase as yet being 
groceries, tho trade being 1 per cent 
larger than the last half of 1892. 

In thirty-seven years covered by the 
records of this agency, the number 
of failures have only once been a little 
above 16,650 iu a year. In 1893 the 
number reported has been 16,650.' 

The aggregate of liabilities in all 
failures reported has in six years risen 
above $200,000,000. This year the 
strictly commercial liabilities alone 
have exceeded $831,422,939 ; the lia¬ 
bilities of banking and financial insti¬ 
tutions have been $210,956,864, and 
the liabilities of railroads placed in 
the hands of receivers about $1,212,- 
217,033. 


Details of the Lynching of Sloan Al¬ 
len In Mississippi. 

The particulars about the lynching 
of Sloan Allen, colored, iu Holmes 
county Miss., Friday night are as fol¬ 
lows: After he was arrested for 
burning Nabors’ body and house, af¬ 
ter having hacked him to pieces, a 
regular inquiry began. It soon be¬ 
came apparent that the negro was guil¬ 
ty, though he strenuously denied it. 
A fire was built up and the negro was 
thrown into it for the purpose of ex¬ 
torting a confession. When the flames 
had burned him terribly he yelled that 
he would tell all he knew if released. 
He was promptly taken from the 
flames. He said he And a white man 
named Jim Berry were the guilty ones. 
An investigation showld that Berry 
was innocent. The negro was for the 
second time cast into the flames and 
badly burned. Ou promising to tell 
the truth he was again taken out. 
This time, with himself, he implicated 
three or four other negroes, who upon 
investigation, proved conclusively their 
innocence. For the third time Allen 
was thrown into the flames, and on 
promising to correctly tell all about 
the murder of Nabors he was removed, 
more dead thau alive. He said that 
only he was guilty. Ho told where 
considerable of the money stolen 
could be found, and where lie placed 
the bloody clothes he had on when he 
.hacked tho body of Nabors to pieces 
and burned the residence. All was 
found as lie had stated. Allen was 
then turned over to some negroes, 
who then hanged him and burned his 
body. The negroes were as greatly 
enraged over tho terrible deed as were 
the whiles, and insisted on burning his 
body as he had burned Nabors. Na¬ 
bors was a respectable white man, au 
old bachelor, who lived alone with the 
negro youth. The solo motive of tho 
crime was robbery. The amount se¬ 
cured was $5 in gold. 


Industrial Conditions in tho South. 

The Tradesman, Chattanooga,Tenn., 
in its review of the industrial situation 
in the South for the past week reports 
the influences of the season are shown 
in a lessened number of new indus¬ 
tries established during the week. In 
importance they are worthy of notice. 
In manufacturing and business affairs 
there is no material change of impor¬ 
tance. The inquiry for and conse¬ 
quent firmness in the price of iron 
continues, and there is increased de¬ 
mand foi coal mine products. No es¬ 
pecial change is to be expected pend¬ 
ing the discussion and settlement of 
the tariff question. 

The Tradesman reports twenty-four 
new industries as established or incor¬ 
porated during the week, together 
with three enlargements of mai'ufac- 
tories and seven important new build¬ 
ings. 


THE SOUTH'S ADVANTAGE. 


TUo Cotton Mills Paying Good Div¬ 
idends. —The Coming Industry. 
Augusta Chronicle: In a year of 
unexampled depression of cotton man¬ 
ufacturing in tho eastern states, the 
mills of Georgia and South Carolina 
have been running on full time. 
With climatic advantages, cheap water 
power andraw mats rial at first cost 
all large factories have made money 
and paid dividends. Mills in and 
around Augusta make a splendid 
showing for the .year just closing. 
The Augusta factory, capital $600,- 
000. paid a 6 per cent, dividend; the 
Enterprise Manufacturing company, 
capital $750,000, 0 per cent, the Sib¬ 
ley Manufacturing company, $ 1 , 000 ,- 
000 capital, 6 per cent, and also the 
King Manufacturing company, capi¬ 
tal $600,000 and the Granite Manu¬ 
facturing company has increased its 
capital during tho year from $ 400 ,- 
000 to $600,000 and will pay a semi¬ 
annual dividend of 3 per cent, on the 
increased capital. The records of 
these mills show that the south is the 
most inviting field for cotton manu¬ 
facturing and the indications are that 
in the near future new factories will 
be startedln this section. In 1880 , 
tho south consumed 200,000 bales of 
cotton. Iri'i89-8, the. southern mills 
consumed t00,l>0U bales. There could 
be no stronger evidonco of the south’s 
superiority'over the north in its ad¬ 
vantages for" cotton manufacturing 
than that during the past year north¬ 
ern mills have been shut down while 
mills in tho south have been running 
on full time and have paid good divi¬ 
dends. • 


A Big: Strike Imminent. 

A strike of alarming proportions 
will be instituted by 1,600 miners in 
the vicinity of Belleaire, O., on Jan¬ 
uary 1st, if the operators do not re¬ 
voke their decision to cut wages ou 
that date. The miners affected are 
those employed along the line of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. Some 
time ago the operators announced that 
they were unable to pay 70 cents per 
ton as heretofore and Jan. 1 would re¬ 
duce to GO cents per ton, the wages 
paid to West Virginia miners. The 
claim of the boss was that they could 
not compete against West Virginia, 
coal and pay 10 cents more per ton for 
mining, alleging under this arrange¬ 
ment West Virgina coal could be sold 
at the mouth of the Ohio mines for 
less than Ohio operators themselves 
could sell their own coal, 

On the other hand the miners claim 
that the bosses can make a good profit 
with wages at 70 cents per ton. They 
have decided to refuse the reduction 
and unless some compromise is agreed 
upon within a few days all will lay 
down their tools New Year’s Day. 


Big Strike Imminent. 

A conflict is on between the receiv¬ 
ers of the Northern Pacific railroad 
and its employes, including all the en¬ 
gineers, conductors, firemen, trainmen 
switchmen, etc. The new schedule of 
wages adopted by the receivers, which 
implies a cut of 5 to 10 per cent, in 
the employes’ pay, was rejected by the 
employes’ representatives. A confer¬ 
ence was held in St. Paul with Gener¬ 
al Manager Kendrick and the pros¬ 
pects are that on Jan. 1, when the 
new schedule is to go into effect’, 3,500; 
men employed all along the road will' 
quit work. 


Will Whistle Horeiafter. 

The major general commandnig the 
United States army has approved that 
part of the new tactics providing loi 
officers giving commands, under cer¬ 
tain circumstances, by whistles > - 
etc id of by word of mouth. 1 0 
whistles are to be placed in the cross 
pieces of the guards of the swords 
and an order has been issued to the 
commanding officers of the Springfield 
armory and the Rock Island arsenal 
to make this alteration as promptly ai 
possible. 

Ho is All Right. 

Thirty days haye passed since 
George Woodruff, a wealthy farmer of 
Frankfort, Ind., has slept. Mr. 
Woodruff was afflicted with the same 
strange malady a year ago, when he 
went sixty-five days without sleeping. 
He is to all appearances healthy and 
works each day. His case is attracting 
great interest among the medical fra¬ 
ternity, his physician having utterly 
failed to produce even a stupor with 
drugs. 


GENERAL NEWS. 


Wholesale Summary of the News of the 

Week Gathered from Every Quarter. 

San Francisco had a $600,000 fire 
the past week. 

The Santa Fe railuoad is in tho 
hands of receivers. 

An Earthquake shock was felt in 
Pennsylvania the past week. 

A vote will not be taken on the tar¬ 
iff bill before the last of January. 

Mitchell, the pugilist, has arrived at 
Jacksonville. He was greeted enthu¬ 
siastically. 

The Bakers’ Union, of Chicago is on 
a strike, and the consequence is a 
bread famine. 

President Cleveland and Secretaries 
Gresham and Lamont spent Christmas 
in hunting ducks. 

Another train robbery was commit¬ 
ted on the Kansas and Arkansas road, 
a few nights since. 

Pendergast, Mayor Harrison’s slay¬ 
er, has been found guilty of murder 
and will receive the death penalty. 

The prospects are that the balance 
in the treasury of available cash will 
reach the lowest figure ever recorded 
in its history the present week. 

It is becoming somewhat interesting 
now to see which will win in Florida, 
the Governor or the sporting men in 
charge of the Corbett-Mitchell fight. 

Gov. Fishbaok of Arkansas has 
written a letter to President Cleveland 
complaining that the Indian Territory 
is an asylum for dangerous criminals 
of all kinds. 

Heavy fighting is reported to have 
occurred at Rio, on Christmas eve. 
The result of the engagement is not 
fully known, but both sides are said 
to have suffered severely. 

Rev. Dr. Samuel K. Lewis, a young 
Jewish rabbi, from Charleston S. C., 
was married a few days since, and 
while on his bridle tour weut crazy 
and had to be confined in an asylum iu 
New York. 

J. S. Madison, ex-speaker of the 
house and the present Chairman of 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
Mississippi legislature, died very sud¬ 
denly at his home near Brookville, 
Noxuber county. 

Jos Dan Jam, who sent threatening 
letters to President Cleveland, Vice- 
President Stevenson, Senator Mills 
and other prominent public meu and 
for whom the police in several cities 
have been looking, has been arrested. 

Governor Waite has issued his long- 
talked-of call for a special session of 
the legislature to meet Jan. 10. Tho 
call consists of about 5,000 words and 
mentions over thirty subjects on which 
legislative action should be taken, iu 
the Governor’s opinion. 

At a meeting of the representative 
men of Atlanta a few nights since, it 
was decided to begin at once on the 
Cotton States and sub-tropical exposi¬ 
tion which will be ready for opening 
about one year hence. The business 
men of the city have pledged them¬ 
selves to. raise any amount necessary 
for the movement. 

Corbett and Mitchell was arrested 
in Jacksonville on last Thursday. The 
arrest was according to a prearranged 
programme of the Duval Athletic 
Club iu order to test the law in Florida 
in reference to glove contests. They 
gave bond. The Club will now pre¬ 
cipitate the suit by making an appli¬ 
cation for a writ of nabas corpus. 

Frances Ragan asked the city au¬ 
thorities of Chicago to lock him up 
for the winter as he feard that he 
• would set fire to Chicago. He said 
twice he had committed arson, serving 
a term of seven years in a Canadian 
prison, and having been recently re¬ 
leased from the Michigan City peni¬ 
tentiary after an imprisonment of 
six years for arson. The man will be 
held pending investigation. 


Are tho Letters Genuine. 

Two letters were picked up on the 
streets at Abilene, Kansas a few days 
ago by a country woman and handed 
to the poliece. One letter is from 
Topeka, dated December 10, and says: 
“Wo have concluded to make two jobs 
out of the White House business. Wa 
will take the oldest child first. We can 
get her all right. Mollie will get her 
and hand her over to us, and we wilt 
keep her tilt the reward is offered. It 
moans thousands to us to get this child 
Ruth, and we will get her, too, in Jan¬ 
uary.

The letters bear evidence of sinceri. 
ty, aud the police considered them the 
work of cranks. A queer acting in¬ 
dividual who was around the city ear¬ 
ly in the week declaring that ho soon 
would be rich is supposed to have 
been the recipient of them. Ho bar 
gone east and has not been located. 

Worse Than a Comet. 

There is great excitement among the 
negroes at Waycross, Ga., on what 
they consider a sure sign that the 
world is coming to an end. They re¬ 
port that there was seen a brilliant, 
star of great size, oblong in shape, and 
having a tail at each end. It was en¬ 
circled by a halo and had across it a 
dark belt, which, they claim, was like 
a coffin, and a cross distinctly seen.

HORRIBLE BRUTALITY. 

Two Babies are Brained and the 
Mother Is Burned. 

A horrible story of the _ superstition 
of the Mojave Indians is toldt by a 
gentleman just from Needles, a town 
on tho Colorado River, on the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railway. He had heard 
the details just before he took the 
train, and they seemed to be corrobo¬ 
rated by an account given iu a local 
paper, The Eye, which he brought 
with him. 

The Mojave Indian reservation is 
about half a mile from The Needles, 
and the aborigines are virtually their 
own masters, having their own laws 
and superstition. From Saunders’s 
account, on Tuesday last, a tripple 
murder was committed under the plea 
of a tradition by the Indians. One of 
the prettiest squaws of tho tribe, 
known as Loneta, was married, accor¬ 
ding to the savage rites, about a year 
ago. She was a comely girl, only 18 
years old and had picked up some edu¬ 
cation. He husband was one of the 
bravest and appeared to be very fond 
of her. 

Sunday last she gavo birth to twins, 
and, as a result, a grand pow-wow 
was called for according to the Mojave 
tradition, the squaw who has twins is 
a witch and a consort of ovii spirits. 
The penalty has always been death 
for the babies and the mother. 

Loneta’s husband was so fond of her 
that he made a strong plea for her and 
her babies, but it was of no avail. The 
medicine men held that the old custom 
must be observed, and the two little 
ones were brought forward aud brain¬ 
ed with a club. Loneta was kept for 
a more trying ordeal, which she suf¬ 
fered without complaint. Evory one 
of her personal belongings were gath¬ 
ered and put into her “shack” and she 
was ordered inside. She bid her hus¬ 
band farewell and went in. The en- 
torauce was closed, straw aud brush 
were piled about the frail structure 
and fired, and in two hours nothing 
but a few embers remained to tell the 
tragic story. 

Officers at The Needles learned the 
facts too late to interfere, and tho poor 
squaw, with this horrid torture, passed 
to the happy hunting ground, where 
her ill-starred off-spring nad preceded 
her. 

Out of Work, 

Bradstrcet’s agency has been trying 
to obtain reliable information as to the 
number of unemployed wage-earners 
in the United States and has succeeded 
in gathering some facts which are very 
impressive. Correspondents iu one 
hundred and nineteen of the principal 
cities in thecouutry send reports show¬ 
ing that there are in enforced idleness 
in those cities 801,855 wage-earners and 
that nearly two million people are de¬ 
pendent on these idle workmen. A 
summary of the reports is given as 
follows:

New York and New Jersey, 223,250 
unemployed; 563,750 dependent.

Individual Income Tax. 

While some of the members of the 
ways and means committee are work¬ 
ing during the recess, others are mak¬ 
ing a holiday of it. In fact it is 
claimed that little can be done until 
the eleven majority members come to¬ 
gether and accept either majority or 
minority reports of the sub-committee 
on internal revenue. Messrs. McMil- 
lin and Bryan reported a plan in favor 
of an individual income tax. Mr. 
Montgomery reported against it and 
suggested the plan of a tax on tho in¬ 
comes from invested wealth. Mr. 
Montgomery defends his plan and 
says he could get into any community 
and combat any argument for the plan 
suggested by the other members of the 
committee. 

“In the first placej” said Mr. Mont¬ 
gomery, “if a man has $100,000 and 
engages in any business enterprises he 
will give employment to many people 
and is a benefit lo the community. If 
he makes $200,000 a year and spends 
it, 1 don’t care how the money gets 
in circulation and benefits the people. 
If the profits are invested iu stocks 
and bonds, the man does not spend it 
but gets a return in interest, and upon 
such returns he should pay takes for 
support of the government. The tnon- 
ey which a man earns and spends is 
kept iu circulation, and, no matter 
where or how, it readies many people, 
and is constantly doing good. When 
a man having $1,000 or any such man 
chooses rather than invest it himself 
to loan it to those who are more ven¬ 
turesome, who have more enorgy and 
enterprise mid who wish to engage in 
business on such capital, he becomes a 
drone in society, is supported by the 
work cf other persons, and^re should 
not complain if he is taxed for a very 
small part of his profits.” 

While Mr. Montgomery was talking 
Mr. Stevens, of the committee, said in 
a jocular manner that he believod he 
would win over members of the com¬ 
mittee who disagreed about tlie in¬ 
come tax to support a proposition to 
put a duty on sugar to make up the 
deficit, which was expected to be 
raised by the lax on incomes. This Is 
only an indicalion (hat all the mem¬ 
bers of the committee are not altogeth¬ 
er satisfied with the income tax prop¬ 
osition, and that a duly on sugar is 
yet a question to be considered.

THE COURT HOUSE. 


Considerable discussion is now 
going on in regard to the election 
soon to be held to permamently 
locate the court house of this coun¬ 
ty. The county seat is now at 
Columbiana. Calera desires the 
county seat to be removed to that 
place, claiming that it would be 
more accessible and convenient to 
the citizens of Shelby county, than 
where it is now located; if that is 
a fact then the court house and 
other public buildings should in 
justice to the citizens of Shelby 
county be transferred to Calera. 
Columbiana wants the court house 
to remain here, Calera wants it 
removed there, but it is not a ques¬ 
tion as to what Columbiana or 
Calera desires, but which is moct 
convenient and accessible for those 
who have business to transact at 
the county seat. There are 16 
beats in Shelby county: Columbi¬ 
ana is more accessible to the voters 
of beat 1-2-8-9-10-11-14-16-whose 
aggregate vote is 1,939 Calera is 
more accessible to beats 3-4-5-6-12 
and 17 whose total votes isl248 Ca¬ 
lera is more accesable to about § of 
the votes of beat 7 whose vote is 250. 
There are several other questions 
of vital interest to the voters and 
tax payers of this county. Within 
the last 15 years, there has been 
expended about twelve-thousand 
dollars in improving the public 
buildings at Columbiana and we 
now have as good and substantial 
buildings as any county in the 
State of like wealth and resour¬ 
ces. In the second place if the 
court house is ever located at Cale¬ 
ra or any other place m Shelby 
count}', the,tax payers will have to 
foot the bill, and we say this with¬ 
out any reflection on the good peo¬ 
ple of Calera whose generosity and 
liberality have prompted them to 
offer to build the court house and 
other buildings should the court 
house be located there, neither do 
we propose to impugn the motives 
that have induced the generous 
propositions; but the cold facts 
stair us in the face .-that neither 
Calera or Columbiana or both to¬ 
gether able to float bonds to the 
amount of thirty or forty thousand 
dollars, if both towns should guar¬ 
antee their payment, they could 
not be sold at 50 cents on the dol¬ 
lar, because bonds could never be 
paid in full without conficating 
the property of the citizens. 


The Condition of the Treasury. 


The Constitution. 

The fact that Mr. Carlisle has 
withheld his annual report leads 
to the belief in some quarters that 
he has been and is now seeking a 
remedy for the condition of affairs 
that exists in the treasury. That 
condition, while not serious, is far 
from reassuring, and yet the reme¬ 
dy for it is very simple, for it is 
nothing more than the remedy 
which every prudent business man 
applies to his own affairs whenever 
he finds they are going wrong. 

The treasury is in a depleted 
condition. The gold reserve has 
run down below $84,000,000, and 
beyond this the treasury has less 
than $9,000,000. This condition 
is the result of the fact that in the 
eleven months of the present year 
the government has paid out more 
.iian it has taken in. There has 
been a deficit in every month ex¬ 
cept May and June. . In May there 
was a surplus of $98,000 and in 
June a surplus of $1,718,000, but 
the deficit in nine months amount¬ 
ed to $36,468,000.

i this state of affairs. One of the 
remedies suggusted is a new issue 
of gold bonds, to be accompanied 
by the funding of the arrears of 
pensions amounting to $35,000,000 
annually into low interest bonds. 

Mr. W. E. Curtis, the assistant 
secretary of the treasury, has been 
in New York talking with the groat 
bankers there who seem to be the 
arbiters of our financial legislation. 
These great bankers, as we learn 
from current publications, have 
been very kind to Mr. Custis. They 
have treated him with the utmost 
politeness and have assured him 
that they would be found doing 
business at the old stand whenever 
a crisis arises. They told him 
that they would undertake to furn¬ 
ish $25,000,000 in gold for export 
before the treasury reserve would 
be called on, but beyond that they 
could make no definite promises. 

Mr. Curtis discussed with the 
great bankers the idea that Mr. 
Carlisle has of issuing one-year 2 
per cent bonds redeemable at 
pleasure, but it is not definitely 
stated whether this proposition 
was received with approval or not. 
The great bankers, however, are 
not likely to ne in favor of a 2 per 
cent call bond. What they want is 
a 4 per cent long-time bond— 
something they can take pleasure 
in—something that will add to the 
profitable industry of coupon clip¬ 
ping. 

But the simplest remedy for the 
condition of the treasury is the 
best, and it must be just such a 
remedy as a prudent and an ex¬ 
perienced business man would em¬ 
ploy in his own affairs. When 
such a man finds that he is spend¬ 
ing mors than he makes, what does 
he do? He increases his income if 
that be possible, but if he cuts 
down expenses. Would he im¬ 
prove his condition by borrowing 
money and adding the interest to 
his expenditures? If he had, as 
the tveasury has, resources that 
can be turned into money—the 
silver seignorage, for instance—he 
would utilize that resource before 
he would go into the business of 
borrowing. To borrow would be 
merely temporary relief and would 
add to bis liabilities. 

In the case of the treasury the 
remedy is obvious. Its expendi¬ 
ture is greater than its revenue. 
The remedy is to increase the reve¬ 
nue. There is the income tax 
from which an annual revenue of 
sixty or seventy-live millions a 
year can be obtained, and there is 
the article of sugar on which a 
revenue duty can be placed. 

But the trouble is, the money 
brokers want bonds. They sent 
gold out of the country to force 
the issue of bonds and John Sher¬ 
man’s last speech in the senate 
was a cry for bonds in order to in¬ 
sure “a stable currency.” Mr. 
Carlisle has steadily refused to 
consider the proposition to issue 
bonds, but the pressure on him 
will become heavier and heavier as 
the deficit in the treasury increas¬ 
es. 

But what is congress in session 
for? Have the people’s represen¬ 
tatives no lime to consider the 
questions that affect most largely 
the interests of the public? Con¬ 
gress is to take a holiday, but the 
selfish interests that are seeking 
to saddle a new debt on the peo¬ 
ple in the shape of a bond issue 
remain in session from year’s end 
to year’s end. They are steadily 
at work, and they will carry their 
point unless congress provides 
some measure of relief. 

Pass the Wilson Dill! If it is 
necessary to collect a revenue from 
sugar and from other articles that 
are now on the free list let the bill 
be so amended. But there should 
be no delay! 


Editor Advocate: Please allow 
me space in your paper to say a 
few words about the. removal of the 
court house. I do not desire to say 
anything against Columbiana, I 
simply wish to state facts. Colum¬ 
biana is a nice little town, but it is 
not the place for the court house, 
a large number of those having 
business at the county seat travel 
on the railroad’s, and Calera is the 
most accessible place in the coun¬ 
ty; she has three railroads, the L& 
N, E. T. V. & G. ; and the Alabama 
Mineral, and they pass right 
through the town, while Columbi¬ 
ana has only two, and one is only a 
branch road ^hat has no regular 
schedule, and another objection is 
that the town is f of a mile from 
the depot, and parties attending 
court or going there on other bus¬ 
iness, have to walk a good dist¬ 
ance along the public road as there 
is no side walk or pay 25 cents 
hack hire. 

Another thin/;, in a growing 
county like Slviby, it will be ne¬ 
cessary in a few years to build a 
new court house, and as Calera 


proposes to build one free of cost 
to the county it seems to me it 
would bo wise to accept her gener¬ 
ous offer, and remove the court 
house and have new and substan¬ 
tial buildings put up free of cost 
to the tax payers of Shelby county.

Topeka, Kan., Dec. 14—A prom¬ 
inent Populist lawyer named Root 
yesterday filed a remarkable an¬ 
swer in a case brought for the col¬ 
lection of a $3,000 note in the Dir~ 
trict Court. He asks that Presi¬ 
dent Cleveland, John Sherman, 
Tom Reed, D. W. Voorhees and J. 
K. Hudson be made parties to the 
suit because they conspired to pass 
the Repeal bill, and thus depreci¬ 
ate the currency of the country. 
Root says in his answer: 

“The answering defendant fur¬ 
ther shows to the court that by the 
terms and conditions of said note 
of $3,000 it is made payable in law¬ 
ful money of the United States of 
America, and that by the action of 
the Congress of the United States 
of America at its several sessions 
held in the autumn of' 1893, by the 
repeal of the Sherman law, it so 
decreased, limited and withdrew 
from the channels of trade a great 
portion of the money of the Unit¬ 
ed States cf America, that this de¬ 
fendant is unable to comply with 
the terms and conditions of said 
note, said action of Congress not 
being aided or abetted by this de¬ 
fendant, and was wholly beyond 
his control; this defendant there¬ 
fore prays that the terms and con¬ 
ditions of said note requiring him* 
to pay to said plaintiff the sum 
of $3,000 and interest thereon may 
be held in abeyance until the Con¬ 
gress of the United States of Amer¬ 
ica shall lestore to the channels of 
trade the lawful money withdrawn 
therefrom by the act known as the 
Wilson bill repealing the Sherman 
law; that the terms and conditions 
of note and mortgage and the con¬ 
tractual right of the defendant in 
said contracts have been so modi¬ 
fied by the enactment into law of 
the said Wilson*bill that this de¬ 
fendant in justice and equity 
should pay but 50 per cent of the 
$3,000 until said Wilson bill is 
wholly repealed and the supply of 
lawful money of the United States 
be restored to the same proportion¬ 
ate volume that obtained in 1883, 
when these contracts were entered 
into : that Tom Reed, John Sher¬ 
man, Dan Voorhees, G Cleveland 
and J. K. Hudson be made parties 
defendant and be required to-show 
cause why they conspired together 
to decrease the volume of money, 
and what they were paid by the 
creditor class of this country for 
enacting the terms and conditions 
of said conspiracy into law. 
Wherefore, defendant prays that 
the plantiff may recover only $1,- 
500 upon said note, with interest 
at 7 per cent from date of de¬ 
fault.”

National Watchman. 

It may be interesting to note the 
fluctuations in the volume of na¬ 
tional bank circulation during the 
past fifteen years: 

In 1878 there was outstanding in 
national bank notes, $325,000,000; 
in 1879, $328,000,000; in 1880, 
$343,000,000; in 1881, $364,000,- 
000. Here the yearly increase 
ceased and a decrease began which 
continued steadily until last year. 
In 1882 the national bank notes 
had fallen to $357,000,000; 1883, 
to $356,000,000; 1884, $339,000,- 
000; 1885, $317,000,000, 1886, 

$306,000,000; 1887, $279,000,000; 
1888, $252,000,000; 1887, $211,000,- 
000; 1890, $186,000,000;' 1891, 

$167,000,000. In 1892 there was 
a reaction and the notional bank 
circulation increased to $172,000,- 
000. By June 30th, this year, it 
had increased to $.178,000,000 ; by 
July 31st,-to $183,000,000, and on 
August 31st, last, it bad increased 
to $198,000,000. The August in¬ 
crease in national bank circulation 
of $15,000,000, was greater than 
the increase for the whole of the 
previous year. 

It is also interesting to note the 
ebb and flow of gold during the 
past fifteen years. By calendar 
years, the figures are: 1878, net 
imports, $1,800,000; 1879, $74,- 

000,000; 1880, $70,500,000 ; 1881, 

57,000,000; 1882, net exports, 
$25,300,000;. 1883, net imports, 
16,000,000; 1884, net exports, $13,- 
000,000; 1885, net imports, $12,- 
200,000,1888, $27,900,000; 1887, 
$35,700,000. In 1888 the tide be¬ 
gan to run against us, and the ad¬ 
verse flow cannot be said to have 
wholly stopped yet. In 1888 the 
net imports were $23,500,000 ; 1889 
$38,900,000; 1890, $3,800,000; 

1891, $34,000,000; 1892, $59,000,- 

000 .

THE VOLUME OF CURBENCY. 

The following is clipped from the 
Financier, New York: 

It is asserted by persons of intelli¬ 
gence and ability who claim to have 
studied the subject carefully, that the 
total amount of money in the United 
States today is but little more than 
one half the amount named in the re¬ 
port of the director of the mint. That 
report proceeds upon the basis that 
every dollar of coin that went into cir¬ 
culation in the country since June, 
1872, and whose exportation is not 
registered at the Custom House, is not 
only still in circulation, but is in cir¬ 
culation in the United States. No 
deduction is made for the money lost 
and never found during 20 years, nor 
for coin used in the arts, of which no 
report is ever made, nor what Chinamen 
have sent home during that period, 
and lastly, not for the vast amounts 
carried to Europe by American travel¬ 
ers during the above named period. 
There is no opportunity for calculating 
or knowing what amount leaves the 
country in the pockets of these trav¬ 
elers. The same holds good with ref¬ 
erence to paper money, and the treas¬ 
ury department assumes that all the 
paper money issued since 1804, less 
that especially returned for cancella¬ 
tion, is still in circulation ; no allow¬ 
ance has been made for loss by de¬ 
struction, nor for money that was lost 
and never found. It would be well for 
the country to know the whole truth, 
and not continue deceiving itself with 
the idea that its circulating medium 
represents between $24 and $25 per 
capita of population, when it really 
does not amount to more than $14 per 
capita. Tliere must be some way of 
ascertaining which side of the case is 
correct, and it is due to the people 
that they should know the truth.

I range for the construction of 2,550 
, miles of road in the immediate future, 
j to cost $38,250,000. The entire cost, it 
I is estimated, will be saved to shippers 
by reduced rates an nually. The money 
with which to carry on the work will 
be raised by issuing 4 per cent con¬ 
struction bonds in denominations of 
$5 each and multiples thereof, payable 
j at the option of the road, and receiv¬ 
able for all kinds of traffic. Forty- 
year 4 per cent first mortgage bond* 
will also be issued, to be taken by the 
several states and purchased from the 
scliofid funds.

CALENDAR CURIOSITIES. 


JDo You Know Wlieu the End of the 
Century Will Come? 

The year 1900 will not be a leap year 
•imply because, being a hundreth year, 
although it i$ divisible by 4, it is not 
divisable by 400 without a remainder. 
This is not this real reason, but a result 
of it; the reajl reason being the estab¬ 
lishment of the Gregorian rule, made in 
1582. 

The nineteenth century will not end 
till midnight of Monday, December 31, 
1900, although the old quarrel will prob¬ 
ably again be renewed as to what con¬ 
stitutes a century and when it winds up, 
and thousands will insist on a premature 
burial of the old century at midnight of 
December 31, 1899. 

But, as a century means 100 years, and 
as the first century could not end till a 
full 100 years had passed, nor the seoond 
till 200 years had passed, etc., it is not 
logically clear why the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury should be curtailed and broken oil 
►before we have had the full 1900 years. 

The 1st of April and the 1st of July in 
any year, and in leap year the 1 st of 
January, fall on the same day of the 
'week- 

The 1st of September aud the 1st of 
December in any year fall on the same 
•week day. 

The 1st of January and the 1st of 
October in any year fall on the same 
'week day, except it bs a leap year. 

The 1st of February, of March and of 
November of any year fall on the same 
day of the week, unless it be a leap 
year, when January 1. April 1 and July 
T fall on the same week day. 

The 1st of May, 1st of June, and 1st 
■of August in any year never fall on the 
same week day, nor does any one of the 
three ever fall on the same week day on 
which any other month in the same yeai 
.begins, except in leap year, when the 1 st 
of February and the 1st of August fall 
on the same week day. 

To find out on what day of the week 
any day of this century fell, divide the 
year by 4 and let the remainder go. Add 
the quotient and the year together, then 
add 3 more. Divide the result by 7, 
and if the remainder is 0, March 1 of 
that year was Sunday; if 1, Monday; if 
2, Tuesday, and so on. 

For the last century do the same, 
thing, but add 4 instead of 3. For 
the next century, add 2 instead. 

It is needless to go beyond the next 
century, because its survivors will prob¬ 
ably have some shorter method, and find 
out by simply touching a knob or letting 
a knob touoh them. 

Christmas of any year always falls on 
the same day of the week as the 2 d of 
January of that year unless it be a leap 
year, when it is the same week day as 
the 3d day of January of that year. 

Easter is always the first Sunday after 
the full moon that happens on or next 
after March 21. It is not easy to see 
how it can occur earlier than March 22 
or later than April 26 in any year. 

New Year (January 1) will happen on 
Sunday but once more during the cen¬ 
tury ; that will be in 1899. In the next 
century it will occur fourteen times only, 
as follows: 1905, 1911, 1922, 1928, 1933, 
1939, 1950, 195fi, 1901, 1967,1978, 1984, 
1989 and 1995. The intervals are regu¬ 
lar—6-5-6-11, 6-5-611—except the in¬ 
terval which includes the hundredth 
year that is not a century, when there is 
a break—as 1893, 1899, 1905, 1911— 
when three intervals of six years come 
together; after that plain sailing till 
2001 , when the old intervals will occur 
in regular order.—[Boston Home Jour¬ 
nal:

THE NEW TARIFF BILL. 

The Richmond Times doesn’t think 
much change for the better bas been 
made by tlie new tariff bill.

A determination 
to impose taxes on imuorts no that one 
set of men in the United States may 
be protected at • the expense of the 
United States is a most vicious princi¬ 
ple on which to found legislation, but 
it is a perfectly intelligible one. The 
opposite of this is the principle which 
demands that the revenue which the 
government derives from duties on 
imports shall be no more than what 
the government needs when economi¬ 
cally administered, and that these du¬ 
ties shall Fa mifde to 'fffll on all'im- 
ports ratably and alike, and this is the 
principle which the democratic party 
declared to the world it stood upon in 
the platform which it adopted in June, 
1892, at Chicago. But the new bill 
imposes duties ratably, it is true, on 
some imports, but admits many others 
free of duties. This is a discrimina¬ 
tion in favor of those Americans who 
want the imports that are admitted 
duty free and against those Americans 
who want the imports that are required 
to pay duties. What the difference is 
here between the republican principle 
of government and the democratic 
principle, we confess ourselves utterly 
unable to determine. The thing is all 
wrong and must be revised in the 
house or senate.

THE VIGILANTES. 


What Led to Their Organization in 
San Francisco. 

Continued lawlessness, unchecked bj 
che_usual processes of criminal law, madf 
life and property in San Franoisco inse 
cure. Criminals of every grade, from 
the penal oolonies of New South Wales 
aud Australia, the Sandwich Islands, and 
other Pacific ports, had flocked to San 
Francisco, allured by the prospect ol 
plunder and robbery in a community 
then living in a state of almost Arcadian 
simplicity and security. In a twelve- 
month, murder, arson, burglary, and 
other crimes against person and property 
were exceedingly common. The police 
were inefficient, aud, like the courts, 
suspected of collusion with the law¬ 
breakers. The jails were insecure, juries 
were bribed, and the whole course ol 
justice clogged. 

Finally one Burdue, caught red- 
handed in a murderous assault on a Mr. 
Jansen, a reputable merchant, was taken 
to prison and put under lock and key. 
The people, as if convinced that this 
wretch would escape, as others like him 
had escaped before him, silently and sul 
lenly surrounded the jail, determined to 
keep watch over the subsequent pro¬ 
ceedings. 

William T. Coleman, drawn thithei 
by mild curiosity, saw that the common 
thought and object of the assemliage 
was the speedy punishment of the crim¬ 
inal. As the temper of the crowds waxed 
more intense he broke silence and be¬ 
sought them not to proceed to violence, 
but to organize a court and try the man 
then and there. If Burdue was inno¬ 
cent, then he should go free; if he were 
guilty, he should be hanged before the 
sun went down. This was agreed to, 
and although, by a strange miscarriage 
of justice, the would-be murderer escaped, 
the Vigilance Committee of 1851 was 
born. Later in that summer, May and 
June, 1851, two great aud destructive 
fires, undoubtedly set by pillagers, 
swept the city with tho besom of ruin. 
Millions of dolllars’ worth of property 
aud one hundred lives were lost in these 
fires. The incendiaries were indicted. 
Under hair-splitting technicalities they 
evaded punishment. 

This was the occasion of the formal 
organization of the San Francisco Vig¬ 
ilance committee, which had previously 
had an inchoate exisience, with Will¬ 
iam T. Coleman as one of its active mem¬ 
bers. The names of some two hundred 
substantial business men were enrolled 
on its books of membership, and these 
citizens pledged themselves “to watch, 
pursue, and bring to justice ihe outlaws 
infesting the city, through the regularly 
constituted courts if possible, through 
more summary process if necessary.” The 
first offender caught was one Jenkins, 
taken in the act of carrying off 
a safe from a store. He was tried, con¬ 
demned, and hanged within an hour. 
Other arrests followed, and during the 
thirty days of active operations of the 
Vigilance Committee four men were 
hanged, aud about thirty were deported 
beyond the seas by outgoing vessels, -un¬ 
der the threat of death if they returned. 
In every case the proceedings of the Vig¬ 
ilantes were characterized by decorum; 
and every accused mau was granted a 
fair trial by jury, competent counsel be¬ 
ing assigned him.-—[Harper’s Weekly. 


Death Signs. 


It has always been the aim of medical 
science to prove with absolute certainty 
the existence of death, and now that 
cremation is gaining large numbers of 
advocates medical researches and exper¬ 
iments iu that direction are more im¬ 
portant than ever. 

The Lancet published recently an ac¬ 
count of experiments made by Edward 
Haward, who in some cases applied not 
loss than ten different tests. Among 
these eight denoted that death had act¬ 
ually set iu, while two spoke against the 
supposition that life was extinct. 

Among the positive evidences adduced 
by the tests applied by Haward were to¬ 
tal absence of heart throbs, total absence 
of respiration, uniformity of tempera¬ 
ture of the body and the surrounding 
atmosphere, non-contraction of the 
muscles and the muscle groups under 
the eleotric current, appearance of brown 
spots after subcutaneous injection of 
ammonia, rigidity, etc. The negative 
results obtained by Haward were the 
fluid condition of the blood upon open¬ 
ing an artery, but as in abnormal cases 
the blood does not congeal' after death 
sets in, this test cannot be regarded as a 
reliable one. Of greater importance was 
the absence of another sign to which 
many attach much significance, 
which is that when the fingers of 
a corpse are held against an intense 
stream of light and one looks through 
the space between two fingers pressed 
together a red line will be noticed iu 
life, which is not tlie case iu death. In 
the case described by Haward, however, 
this line was still visible, although 
death was incontestable, decomposition 
having begun. In another case this line 
was absent while the lady was yet alive. 
Haward’s experiments demonstrate that 
the condition of the blood and the ab¬ 
sence of the red line are not always re¬ 
liable death signs. While congealed 
blood always denotes the existence of 
death, fluid blood does not always indi¬ 
cate that life is not yet extinct.—[St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch.

There are clubs anil other clubs, but 
the latest that has been organized iij 
Birmingham, and which is preparing 
to organize the State, is the Patriotic 
Reform Club. The objects and aims 
of this club arc: “(1.) The increase 

and diffusion of knowledge on all sub- 
jecls relating to or connected with our 
social, moral and political institutions 
and surroundings. (2.) To instill a 
deeper feeling of -patriotism jzV the 
hearts and lives of follow-ellizens for 
our country. (3.) To beltc> the con¬ 
dition of the masses by advocating such 
laws as will bo to their social, moral 
and political advancement and benefit. 
(4.) To oppose and eradicate the cor- 
ruptiou and immoral practices which 
now permeate every branch of our 
political government. (5.) To de¬ 
mand and exact justice ho meted out 
to all persons, irrespective of their 
condition or position in life. (6 ) To 
suppress vice and lawlessness and 
maintain and enforce the laws of iho 
land.” Any white inale person of good 
moral character, over 18 years of age, 
may become a member of this club by 
the consent of a majority of members 
present at any regular meeting and 
upon the payment of not less than 50 
cents as a membership ioS. No person 
os an immoral character, or engaged 
in an Immoral business, is eligible to 
membership. It is prescribed in llm 
Constitution that every member of 
the club shall n«e their every endoav- 
‘"Or'To obtain all I ho information pos -_ 
siblc of any act, of dishonesty ~ or dis¬ 
reputable or corrupt methods prac¬ 
ticed or attempted in the holding of 
any election of city, county, state or 
national officers, or in the ' ordinary 
transaction of business relating in any 
way to public atlairs, and shall report 
the same in writing, together with the 
accompanying evidence to this, at the 
first regular meeting after such infor¬ 
mation shall have been obtained. The 
club meets at least once a month for 
the purpose of public debate upon all 
subjects of importance to our social, 
moral and political welfare. To such 
meetings the public will be in¬ 
vited hut will not be allowed to partici¬ 
pate in the debate unless invited to do 
so by the presiding officer. It is con¬ 
trary to tiie spirit of the constitution 
and in direct opposition to the aims of 
the club, as a body, to ally themseves 
to or affiliate with any political party, 
and should it do so, it forfeits its char¬ 
ter and ceases to exist.

WHOLESALE KILLING. 


A Tarty in Texas Breaks up in a Ron 
Three Persons Killed. 

A dispatch from Columbia, Toxas, 
gives the full particulars of a whole¬ 
sale killing at a parti" at Cedar Hill, 
about fifteen miles from thore. E. N. 
Williams was dancing on the floor and 
aroused the animosity of Lemmon 
Gale, who demanded that he must 
surrender his place 6’n the floor. Wil¬ 
liams at first refused, but Gale became 
boisterous, and Williams started from 
the room, when Gale, with his broth¬ 
er, London Gale, and Bob Ealy, begau 
firing at 'Williams' ami others. Lon¬ 
don Gale shot, through the window and 
and killed Ell Waddy, a ooy, whon an¬ 
other boy, Isaac Scott, remarked, 
“London Gale has killed Eli Waddy,” 
whereupon London turned and say¬ 
ing: “What is that to you?” shot the 
boy through the bod/ and killod him 
instantly. In the following fusilade a 
woman was shot through the breast and 
is now dead. Lemmon Gala was shot 
through the body and wilt die. A girl 
was shot in the face near the eye, and 
another squarely in the mhldle of the 
forehead, the ball glancing and lodg¬ 
ing next to the skin back ot the head. 
Due boy was shot through the arm, 
and another through the right hand, 
and others received various wounds. 

After Lemmon Gale was shot, it is 
said his brother, London, sprang in 
and stood over his prostrate body, 
Winchester to his Shoulder, and fired 
repeatedly into the panic-stricken dan¬ 
cers, who were unable to got out of 
the house in time to avoid his ven¬ 
geance. Three are.dead, a fourth fa- 
III iy m)tninCir,-TrTrv 
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ed, and about a half dozen have minor 
injuries. London Gale is reported to 
be safely locked up in the county jail, 
and it is reported that Ealy has been 
captured. 

Serious Shooting Affrays. 

News comes from Tallapoosa county 
of three serious shooting affrays. At 
Denver, Jim Street and Tom Perry¬ 
man, highly connected young men, 
were the principals of an impromptu 
duel, the result of a quarrel. Street 
was fatally wounded. Perryman is 
under arrest. At Reeltown a party 
of young men, who wore drinking 
and having a.good time, got into a 
general fight. Pistol bullets flew 
thick and fast. J. F. Olding was 
killed and other men wounded. It is 
not known who fired the fatal shot. 
At Dadeville, the county seat of Talla¬ 
poosa county, Deputy Sheriff J. A. 
Carlisle shot and killed John Hogan, 
who was under arrest and resisted. 
Hogan had cut another man, and eti 
route to the jail drew his knife on 
Carlisle and cut him severely, when 
tho officer shot him dead.

At Cleveland, O., a large crowd of 
unemployed men marched to the city 
hall and demanded work from tho city 
authorities. They were accompanied 
by fully 100 women, many of whom 
carried children in their arms. When 
informed there was no work for them 
the men became angry and many 
threats wore made. 

“We will have work or’tear dow;n 
iho city hall,” said one of the leaders. 
“Our families are suffering and wo 
must have employment or bread.” 

The city authorities, Citizen’s Relief 
association and the various charitable 
instutious are caring for thousands of 
the unemployed, but much distress 
still exists. 


“After ihe Ball.” 

A grand ball given at the ranch of 
Joseph D. Pamcrio in Peacos county, 
Tex., a few nights since. It was at¬ 
tended by Mexican cowboys for miles 
around. There was a great scarcity 
of young women, and there was a 
number of rows among the surplus 
young men. Tho ball broke up in a 
fight in which three of tho young men 
were killed. The murderers escaped 
to the Mexican side of the river.

In Tho Senate. 

16th Day.— When the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent rapped for order at noon today, 
there were hardly a score of Senators 
in their seats, and it was some time 
before a quorum was announced. Mr. 
Eppa LI tin ton of Virginia was sworn 
in immediately after the reading of 
the journal. A resolution was offered 
by Mr. Fry of Maine relative to rela¬ 
tions of the United States towards 
Hawaii, and a bill by Mr. Hill limiting 
the effects of the regulations of com¬ 
merce between tho several States and 
witii foreign countries. Mr. Pugh of 
Alabama, called up a bill, for the re¬ 
lief of certain aliens who had acquired 
property in the District of Columbia. 
After considerable debate the bill was 
passed. At 12:40 the Senalo went 
into executive session and at 1;28 ad¬ 
journed: 

17th Day. —In the Senate today 
Senator Hour introduced a resolution 
’calling upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury for his authority for the 
payment of special Commissioner 
Blount for his Hawaiian services. 
Senator Gray served notice that on 
Tuesday next the democrats would in¬ 
sist upon taking up tho federal olec- 
lion bill and continuing with its con¬ 
sideration until the measure should ho 
finally disposed of. Tiio session was 
short and uninteresting ihe body ad¬ 
journed at 1:20 until next Monday. 

In The House. 

16th Day. —Tho House today met at 
noon but adjourned at 2:00 p. m. for 
lack of a quorum. There was consid¬ 
erable animation on the floor in tiio 
interim.

Representative Oates of Alabama 
has introduced the following 
important bill to provido for the coin¬ 
age of silver bullion now owned by 
the United States: 

Section 1. That all of the silver bull¬ 
ion now owned by United States shall 
be coined as speedily as practicable in¬ 
to standard silver dollars of tho 
weight and fineness now prescribed by 
law, which shall be a legal tender in 
payment of all debts, public and pri¬ 
vate; provided, that one-seventh part 
of said bullion may bo coined into half 
dollars, quarter dollars and dimes in 
the proportion directed by the secre¬ 
tary of the treasury and to contain tho 
amount of pure silver and alloy as 
now prescribed by law for such coiu- 
ago. 

Sec. 2. That tho secretary of the 
treasury shall set aside 40,000,000 of 
tiio dollars coined as aforesaid for the 
redemption of the notes issued by tho 
treasury and paid out for the purchase 
of silver bullion in tho manner pro¬ 
vided in tho act of July 14, 1890, and 
whenever tho said sum is reduced be¬ 
low $40,000,000 by ibe redemption of 
said notes, the said secretary shall, 
from any other silver dollars in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
add to the said sum so as to keep it up 
to $40,000,000 until the aggregate 
amount of said note3 outstanding is 
reduced below that sum, and then the 
said secretary shall keep in iho treas¬ 
ury for their redemption an amount of 
silver dollars equal to the amount of 
notes outstanding until they are all re¬ 
deemed; provide:!, that the said secre¬ 
tary may reissue any of said notes 
when redeemed 83 provided in the 
said act of July 14, 1890. 

Sec. 3. That any contract horeaftei 
made by the government of tho United 
$tal03, or between corporations, or be¬ 
tween corporations and a person or 
persons, or between private persons, 
which is by its terms or by law paya¬ 
ble in dollars or dollars and cents, 
may be paid at its maturity or there¬ 
after in any lawful coin of the United 
States. 

Iiet’s Iteturu Thanks. 

Postmaster General Bissell has giv¬ 
en his last order for the printing of 
the Columbian postage stamps, known 
in the department as the “big Colum¬ 
bian.” This order was for 105,000,- 
000 , and it completes the 2,000,000,000 
contracted for bv Mr. Wauamaker. 


Vanderbilt’s Bonds. 

The advocates of the income tax are 
passing about some figures which af¬ 
ford them much satisfaction. There 
are registered at the treasury in the 
liamo of Wm. H. Vanderbilt, $47,- 
050,000 4-por-cent. bonds,’ On Dec. 
SI a check for $470,000 was sent to 
Mr. Vanderbilt, This is done every 
three months. In the course of tho 
year the United States government 
sends to Mr. Vanderbilt $1,882,000. 

The security is as nearly absolute as 
possible. There is no possibility of 
loss from fire or thieves, or any the 
usual risks. Not a cent of taxis paid, 
national, 'state or municipal. With 
such an income tax as the ways and 
means commitfee has voted to impose, 
Mr. Vandcrbiil’s icgislered bonds will 
yield the government $37,640 a year.

ANOTHER ’ COWARDLY MAKESHIFT. 

Senetor Voorhees, the leader of tho 
Democratic forces in the Senato when 
silver was demonetized by the repeal 
of the Shorman law, has introduced a 
bill which is a more cowardly make¬ 
shift than either the Bland or Sher¬ 
man law. When the gold bugs de¬ 
monetized silver in 1873, tic effect was 
so disastrous that the Bland-law was 
passed in 1878. and was a cowardly 


makeshift. The snerman law of 1890 
was just a little worso than the Bland 
law. Now the gold bugs, in order to 
mako a little show of honesty, intro¬ 
duces the Voorhees bill. 

It directs the coinage into silver 
dollars of standard weight and fineness 
of seigniorage or profit from the coin¬ 
age of silver bullion under the acts of 
February, 1878, and July, 1890. These 
silver dollars are to be full legal ten¬ 
der, and no loss than §2,000,000 a 
month are to be coined and covered 
into the treasury. When all the seign¬ 
iorage or profit has thus boen coined, 
the secretary of the treasury shall 
purchase silver bullion to the amount 
of not less than §2,000^000 a month 
All paper circulating notes of the gov¬ 
ernment and of national banks of less 
denominations than §10 are to be can¬ 
celled and notes of larger denomina¬ 
tions to be substituted. Tho-- two- 
dollar-and-a-half and five-dollar gold 
pieces are to be withdrawn from cir¬ 
culation. A commission of five is to 
be appointed to an international con¬ 
ference with a view to secure interna¬ 
tionally a fixed relative valuo between 
gold and silver. 

“Tho seigniorage” means silver bul¬ 
lion now in tho treasury, it having 
been purchased under the Sherman 
law. 

The above is not in accordance with 
tho Chicago platform. Two cowardly 
makeshifts in tho past twenty years 
have brought the country to the verge 
of bankruptcy. Now a third is pro¬ 
posed. An ordinary horse noeds from 
twenty to thirty ears of corn per day, 
or its equivalent in oats,- together with 
fodder or hay. Voorhees offers the 
American horse ono small ear of corn. 
Some time ago Senator Vance said he 
would agree to such a compromise as 
the Faulkner bill, provided the limit 
was not less than one thousand million 
dollars. It would take the Voorhees 
bill nearly fifty years to reach the 
limit. At such a snail’s pace the coun¬ 
try would be bankrupt in less than five 
years, for the population and demand 
for money would outgrow it. To re¬ 
tire the §1, §2 and §5 greenbacks 
would be to to destroy a groat conven¬ 
ience. Tho American people want 
greenbacks of small denominations, no 
matter how much coin they have. 
This, the latest, and most cowardly of 
all the cowardly makeshifts, will not 
be acceptable to any but time servers 
and gold bugs. The country is bleed¬ 
ing to death. Everybody knows how 
quickly a man will bleed to death. A 
remedy may contain some merit, but 
if it takes years to note its benefit, the 
patient will be sure to die.— Progres¬ 
sive Farmer. 


Interest attaches to this report for sev¬ 
eral reasous. Even a tlyiug machine 
must be taken seriously if it lias engaged 
(he serious and protracted attention of a 
man of such scientific erainenco as the 
head of the Smithsonian Institution. 
Fintherraore, what makes the story cred¬ 
ible and adds to the importance of the 
experiment is the fact that a large sum 
of money was given in 1891 by Thomas 
Hodgkins, of Setaukot, to the S nithso- 
niau Institution to be devoted “to the 
increase and diffusion of more exact 
knowledge in regard to the nature and 
properties of atmospheric air in connec¬ 
tion with the welfare of man.” If it is a 
property of atmospheric air to be navi¬ 
gable by human beings, there is no 
loubt that tho welfare of man might bo 
iiugulariy promoted by an increase of 
knowledge in that direction. It was to 
be expected, therefore, that one of the 
first uses to which Professor Langley 
would put the accumulating income of 
the Hodgkins fund would be to make as 
exhaustive a test as contemporary knowl¬ 
edge permiis of the feasibility of flying 
machines. The results of his experiment 
will be awaited with interest. He has a 
great advantage over that other experi¬ 
menter, Mr. Keeley, in that he is not 
dependent upon tho support of stock¬ 
holders with hearts to be made sick by 
dividends long deferred. — Harper's 
Weekly. 

Had a Wonderful Memory. 

Magliabccchi, a Florentine, born in 
1633, was blessed with a wonderful 
memory. From early years he was an 
insatiable reader and became familiar, it 
is written, with nearly every book extant 
in Europe at that period. More than 
this, he could repeat nearly everything 
that he read. He was sometimes called 
a “living speaking index of all the 
literature of the age. 

Learned persons came to him to direct 
them to any book needed for consulta¬ 
tion; volume, page and often tho very 
line were at his tongue’s end. Ho 
studied the catalogues of all the famous 
libraries, both public and private, and 
>o familiarized himself with collections 
of books and valuable manuscripts that 
he had never seen. 

At one period he was librarian to tho 
Grand Duke, and being one day inquired 
of by his royal patron concerning a cer¬ 
tain very rare book which was needed in 
some investigation, replied. 

“There is but one copy in tho world 
and that is in the library of the Grand 
Seignior at Constantinople, and the 
point you are in search of may be found 
in book No. 7, on the right hand side as 
one enters.” 

Magliabecchi died in Florence in 1714, 
in his eighty-first year.—New York 
World.

A RICH PRODUCT OF THK SEA. 


Yarns from Capo Cod About a Valu 
able Substance. 

In the finding of ambergris there is 
probably no class of whalemen so sue, 
cessful as those sailing from Provinoe- 
town, Capo Cod. 

The old salts of that quaint port, says 
the New York World, tell some very in¬ 
teresting stories of small fortunes* that 
have been found drifting around in West 
Indian waters and along the Spanish 
Main. 

Ambergris is a peculiar secretion 
found in a decayed sperm whale, and is 
worth its weight in gold. 

In years gone by the Provincetown 
whalers have been very fortunate in this 
business. An interesting story is told 
of an incident which occurred not many 
years ago. 

A schooner from that port was quietly 
drifting along near the whaling grounds 
on a clear, calm afternoon, when the man 
on the look-out in the crow’s-nest hailed 
tho deck, as is customary when anything 
is discovered on the water, and repoited 
to the officer of the deck a small, pecu¬ 
liar-looking substance floating oil the 
port quartor, and said it looked some¬ 
thing like beeswax, which is often found 
floating in these waters. 

The captain was immediately called, 
and looking through his glass he or¬ 
dered a boat lowered without dolay. No 
time was lost. The experienced eye of 
the captain did not fail him at this 
time. 

It was taken on deck and was put to a 
severe examination by the crew. After 
a careful consultation and diagnosis, as 
it were, it was pronounced to be some 
kind of gum peculiar to the West Indies, 
and, in fact, tho line of which the cap¬ 
tain and his crew never haudled be¬ 
fore. 

It was kicked around the deck for a 
number of days, and finally thrown into 
the storn of the boat to get it out of the 
way. It was soon forgotten. 

Not many weeks afterward the 
schooner fell in with another whaler 
from Provincetown and the crews ex¬ 
changed visits and compared notes. 

While the captains were comfortably 
seated in tho stern boat before referred 
to. spinning yarns and talking of home 
comforts, tho visiting captain suddenly 
espied the lump of “gum,” so called, 
and with much surprise asked, “What 
are you letting that lie around so care- 
lossly for?” 

The answer was, “Why, it is no good, 
ouly wax, you know, that I am taking 
home for some of the boys.” 

“No good!” said the more experienced 
captain, “Why it is ambergris and 
worth its weight in gold. Tho very 
first thing you do is to take care 
of it.’’ 

It is needless to say that it was taken 
care of and tho very best of care at that. 
AVhen the vessel arrived home the lump 
of “gum,” which was a few months be¬ 
fore thrown carelessly aside, wus ap¬ 
praised and added nearly §7,000 to the 
stock of thi/voyage. 

Another captain of a merchant vessel, 
while lying at one of the small islands 
in the West Indies, discovered a lump as 
big as his two fists iu the possession of a 
negro. 

Ho did not know of its value, nud 
wanted to trade. The captain did. 

“I want to trade,” said the native. 

“What do you want?” asked the cap¬ 
tain. 

The nogro replied: “I will trade 
this,” holding out the lump, ‘‘for one 
flannel shirt aud an old pair of pants.” 

“It's a go,” quickly returned the cap¬ 
tain. 

The negro departed in high glee,while 
the captain felt suro he lmd by far the 
better end of the bargain. 

On his return to the States the lump 
was quickly sold for §500. 

Tliis shows how ignorant some people 
aro of the looks aud value of this product. 

Auother story is told of a Province- 
town whaling crew who Jost their prize 
when almost secured. 

The whale had been killed and towed 
to the vessel’s side, when one of the 
sailors discovered some peeuiiar-loOkiDg 
particles floating on the water alongside. 

They were taken up by a small dip net 
and, after being severely scrutinized for 
some time, the crew decided the small 
particles looked like ambergris. 

It was accordingly deemed expedient 
to make a more thorough search. 

On sticking a spear into the part where 
ambergris is usually secreted a hard sub¬ 
stance was struok. 

All was excitement at once. The 
whale was cut into and a dark gray mass 
about the size of a half barrel was dis¬ 
covered. 

Guy ropes were made fast and an at¬ 
tempt was made to haul it on deck, 
but it proved too much for the men at 
the ropes. 

A boat was then lo wored and hauled 
to the spot, and the guy-ropes thrown 
to the men in the boat. 'Bofore the men 
could catch the ropes the loadlike mass 
shot downward into the bottomless sea, 
and at least §50,000 slipped away from 
mortal sight, leaving behind a mad and 
infuriated captain aud a disgusted crew.

Improving the Eyes. 


It is satis'actory to be told by Mr 
Ellis that blindness in England is 
“slowly decreasing," though Great 
Britain still stands in this respect behind 
two other European countries, and three 
more come bofore Ireland. Short-sight¬ 
edness, however, appears to be increas¬ 
ing everywhere, Germany having a signal 
and sinister pre-eminence' in this respect. 

A Frenof! doctor has noted the re¬ 
markable fact that wild beasts caught 
quite young or born iu captivity become 
short-sighted, the conclusion being that 
the eye adapts itself to its habitual 
sphere"of vision, and unless “ educated,” 
to use Mr. Ellis’s term, to see objects at 
a distance, loses the capacity of so doing. 
Even in after life the eye may be, 
to some extent, so educated, though 
probably ouly when the myopia is not 
considered. 

It is thus within the experience of the 
present writer that his sight greatly im¬ 
proved ia days gone by, when lie became 
a volunteer, by practice at the butts, so 
that while at first he could uot see the 
target to shoot at without spectacles at a 
300-yard range, after a twelvemonth or 
so he only needed to put ou spectacles at 
400 yards. But beyond that range he 
was never able to dispense with them. 

Country excursions are, therefore, ex¬ 
tremely valuable as means of strengthen¬ 
ing the sight of town-bred children, and 
the conductors of such excursions 
should take pains to direct the eyes of 
the children to distant objects—to the 
furthest hill, church tower or other 
landmark, noting if possible, any inca¬ 
pacity to discern the selected object, and 
then selecting some nearer one for the 
weaker-sighted. 


King of a Country of Savages and the 
Good Work Ho Has Done. 

King Khama is a model savage, if a 
blaok man who has been thoroughly civ¬ 
ilized by Europoan and missionary in¬ 
fluences can still be called one. He is 
an autocrat of the best possible type, 
whose influence in his country is entirely 
thrown into the scale of virtue for the 
suppression of vice. Such a thing as 
theft is unknown in his realm; he will 
not allow his subjects to make or drink 
beer. “Beer is the source of all quar¬ 
rels,” he says; “I will stop it.” . He has 
also put a stop to the existoucc of witch 
doctors and their wiles throughout all 
the Bamangwato, says the Contemporary 
Review. 

He conducts in person services-every 
Sunday in his large, round kotla, or 
place of assembly, standing beneatli the 
tree of justioe and the wide oanopy of 
heaven in a truly patriarehial style. IIo 
is keen in the suppression of all super¬ 
stitions, and eats publicly the flesh of tho 
duyker, a sort of roebuck, which was 
formerly the totem of the tribe, and hold 
as sacred among them twenty years ago. 
The late King Sikkomo, Khama’s father, 
would not so much ns step on a duyker 
skin, and it is still looked upon with 
more veneration by his subjects than 
Khama would wish. 

As an instance of Khama’s power and 
judgment, it is sufficient for us to quote 
tho sudden change of his capital from 
Shoshong to the present sight, I’alapwc. 
Shoshoug was in a strong position, where 
the Bamangwato could effectually protect 
themselves from the Matabele raids 
under Lobenguhr, but it was bndiy 
supplied with water, and in dry seasons 
the inhabitants suffered greatly from 
drought. The change of capital hns been 
a subject diseussod for years, but Khuma 
waitod quietly uutil people began to 
think that he was against it and would 
never move. Ho waited, iu fact, until 
he was sure of British protection, until 
he knew that Lobengula could not attack 
his people at Palapwe without embroiling 
himself in a war with England. 

Then suddenly one day, now five years 
ago, without any , prefatory warning, 
King Khama gave orders for the move 
aud the exodus began on the next day, 
and in two months’ time J5,000 indi¬ 
viduals were located in tlicir now capital, 
sixty miles away from Shoshong. Under 
Khama’s direction everything was con¬ 
ducted iu the best possible order; every 
man was given his allotted ground anil 
told to build his huts thereon. Not a 
single dispute arose .nnd no one would 
imagine to-day that only a few years ago 
l’ulapwe was uninhabited. 

Khama in manner and appearance is 
thoroughly a gcutlemuu, dignified and 
courteous; ho wears well-made Euro¬ 
pean clothes, a billycock hat and gloves; 
in his hand ho brandishes a dainty cane- 
nnd he pervades everything in his coun¬ 
try, riding about from point to point 
wherever bis presence is roquired, nnd if 
he is just a little too much of a dandy it 
is an error in his peouliar case iu the 
right direction. 


Prompt and Drove. 


Tha “Historical Records of the 43d 
Light Infuntry,” that famous regiment 
which played a most important part in 
the English warfare during tho last 
quarter of the eighteenth century and 
the early part of the nineteenth, contains 
a stirring incident of prompt action 
which averted a tragedy. 

Worn out with hard inarching, the 
brigade under Capt.. Lloyd approached 
the convent at Beneveute, where tho cav¬ 
alry and reserve still remained, hoping 
for shelter. „ They were disappointed. 
The convent was oocupied by several 
thousand infantry and the lower galleries 
were so densely packed with the horses 
of cavalry and artillery that it was 
hardly possible for a man to make his 
way among them. 

Two of the officers stood looking at 
the single door that gave ingress and 
egress. A sudden cry of alarm burst 
from the lips of one. “Look there!” he 
cried, pointing over the backs of the 
horses. At that moment one of the in¬ 
side wooden shntters burst into flame. 
Horrified, the officers looked at the burn¬ 
ing shutter and realized the hopelessness 
of the situation. It would be impossible 
to get the 6,000 men and horses out, 
and they must stand by and see their 
comrades perish miserably. There was no 
water near, aud if there were, how to get 
at the fire through those densely crowd¬ 
ed horses ? 

The flames crept upward toward the 
rafters. 

“Good heavens I Something must bo 
done,” cried Captain Lloyd. And theD, 
with a motion to those outside to be 
quiet, the brave captain leaped on the 
back of the nearest horse, and, stepping 
from back to baok of the animals, ran to 
tho blazing shutter, tore it from its 
hinges, and pitchod it from the window. 
1’lren he made his way back to the door 
in the same way as before. 

So quickly was tho act performed that 
eveu the horses were soaroely disturbed. 
The building was saved and there was 
no panic, which would have been as dis¬ 
astrous as the flames. The captain’s eye¬ 
brows andmoustaclio were scorched, but 
that was all. “And they’ll grow again,” 
he said with a laugh.—[Manchester (Eng¬ 
land) Times. 

A New Fertilizer. 


Highest of all ia Leavening Power.-*—Latest U. S. Gov’t Report, 


In tallow melting establishments—and 
there are a score of them iu tho City of 
New York—a large amount of refuse, 
so-called “tank water,” is thrown away. 
It contains a valuable clement, gelatine. 
A patent has lately been granted to 
Michael A. Golseieff, of this oity, for a 
method of utilizing the above waste 
product. It consists in partially evap¬ 
orating the tank water and then combin¬ 
ing it with quicklime in the proportion 
of one and one-half parts of lime to each 
part of water remaining in tho refuse 
after the evaporation. The mixture is 
then allowed to expand and dry, when it 
is reduced to a powdered state, and is 
usfeul as a fertilizer, containing, as the 
patentee claims,, from seven to twelve 
per cent, of lime. If the new process 
shoiqd be found practicable for adoption 
by the various tallow melting manufac¬ 
tories, then a waste refuse of to-day will 
be made useful, and what is now a nuis¬ 
ance to public health will bo abated.— 
[Scientific American.

was sacked in tho Palais-Egallto be¬ 
cause its window contained an en¬ 
graving of Charles I. on the scaffold. 

Nowhere did the objection to words 
quasl-distinctive of the old regime 
become s6 tyrannical as in tho play¬ 
house. Tho slightest allusion to tho 
monarchy provoked a disturbance, 
nay, a riot, which nine times out of 
ten had to be quelled by the inter¬ 
vention of the authorities.

Items of General Interest that are Occur¬ 
ring at the Capital City. 


I 


In Thu Senate. 

20th Day. —The Hawaiian conlro- 
troversy waxes warmof from (lay to 
day in tho senate. Nearly a score of 
resolutions have already been intro¬ 
duced on the subject, but the end is 
not yet in sight. After more than an 
hour’s sharp discussion today the sen¬ 
ate adjourned with the promise of a 
prolonged discussion on the Frye res¬ 
olution on Wednesday and a possibil¬ 
ity of Mr. Turplo’s lesolulion, today 
presented, being called up tomorrow. 
Mr. Hoar succeeded in ascertaining 
with practical certainty that Commis¬ 
sioner Blount was paid front the secret 
fund of the state department, this be¬ 
ing substantially admitted by tiro dem¬ 
ocrats. 

22nd Day. — The principal event in 
the senate today was the speech of 
Senator Davis, of Minnesota, in sup¬ 
port of the policy of non-intervention 
in Hawaiian affairs. The senator 
plainly represented himself as in fa¬ 
vor of the annexation of Hawaii and 
declared that to be the inanifet destiny 
of l lie liawiian islands, In the earli¬ 
er part of the day, and on another sub¬ 
ject, Senator Gorman created some 
surprise by declaring that during the 
past three years the total appropria¬ 
tions of congress had exceeded by 
$1)00,000,000 the total revenue of the 
government during that poriod. A 
largo portion of this enormous aggre¬ 
gate is for public buildings and is in a 
great measure yet inexpended. 

23t!D Day. —The Hawaiian contro¬ 
versy consumed almost the whole time 
in the senate today. Mr. Davis of 
Minnesota concluded bis speech in 
opposition to the policy of the present 
administration, and was particularly 
Omphalic in his opposition to the act 
of the president in commissioning Mr. 
Blount to Hawaii and clothing him 
with plenary powers, even to the ex¬ 
tent; of control of the naval- forces 
without such and appoint ment having 
been confirmed by the senate, Mr. 
Turpie made an hour’s speech that 
was full of surprises. It was a strong 
legal argument, based on international 
and diplomatic law, and took the po¬ 
sition that the provisional government, 
having been once recognized by the 
United States and the civilized world, 
it was a fact accomplished and the re¬ 
cognition could not be withdrawn. 

24tii Day. —The chief event of the 
open session of the Senate today was 
the adoption of the resolution of Mr. 
Alien, the populist senator from Ne¬ 
braska, calling 'upon tho secretary of 
the treasury to explain certain ligurcs 
in his recent report in regard to I he 
gold importations for 1893. Mr. 
Dolpli of Oregon joined with tho pop¬ 
ulist senator in expressing an inability 
to comprehend the secretary’s report, 
and a resolution of inquiry was adop¬ 
ted without any dissent. The 
Hawaiian correspondence, expected 
lo he communicated by the president, 
was not received and at 12:30, on 
motion of Mr. Gray, the senate went 
into executive session, which lasted 
until 3 p. tit., when an adjournment 
was taken until Monday. 

In The House. 

20 ru Day. —The House debate on 
the Wilson bill is at last under way. 
After a deadlock of four days tho 
democrats, with the aid of warrants to 
arrest absentees, succeeded today in 
mustering a quorum, and tho obstruc¬ 
tions which were placed in the path of 
tho tariff - debate last week was forced 
aside. A sharp till with Mr. Boutclle 
over tho Hawaiian matter and a lively 
debate over the adoption of tho special 
older fixing limits of tho debate pre¬ 
ceded Mr. Wilson’s opening speech. 
The chairman of the committee, on 
ways and means began at 8: Jo, and 
after speaking one hour and a half 
was so exhausted that he asked the 
indulgence of iho house to complete 
his remarks tomorrow. His speech 
evidently made a deep impression. 
The evening session was devoted to 
general debate on the bill. 

22nd Day. —The third day of tariff 
debate in the house was enlivened by 
a' sensational speech by Mr. Johnson 
of Ohio, lie boldly attacked the dem¬ 
ocrats for the timid manner in which 
they liad handled the tariff question 
and charged them with cowardice. 
Mr. Dolzell, of Pittsburg and Messrs. 
Woomcx of Pennsylvania and Combs, 
of New York were other speakers. 
Mr. Cummings, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee on naval affairs, asked unani¬ 
mous consent lo consider the Boutclle 
resolution reported back from the na- 
vay committee calling on the secretary 
of the navy for copies of all orders 
and communications which placed the 
officers, men and ships of the United 
Slates navy under the control of Com¬ 
missioner Blount, a civilian who had 
not been confirmed by tho senate. 
The attempt lo secure unanimous con¬ 
sideration for this resolution raised 
another merry row, which concluded 
With another verbal duel between Mr. 
Boutello and ths speaker. At 5:15 the 
house took a recess until 8 o’clock. 
At the night session Mr. Snodgrass, 
of Tennessee, Mr. lYlahaw, of ^Penn¬ 
sylvania and Mr. Curtis of Kansas 
were the speakers. 

28ttD Day _Save for a recess of 

(wo hours, there was an uninterrupted 
flow of tariff' oratory in the house 
again today from 11 o’clock this morn¬ 
ing until 10 o’clock tonight. The 
debate is beginning to flag a little. 
The principal speakers today were Mr. 
Breckcnridgc of Kentucky, Mr, Sprin¬ 
ger of Illinois, Mr. Dingier of Maine 
and Mr. Harter of Ohio. 

24th Day.— The day was again 
spent in the house in speech making 
for and against the tariff hill. Jerry 
Simpson, of Kansas was the lion of 
the day. 


25tii Day. —The week’s general de¬ 
bate on the Wilson bill closed today 
with a brilliant outburst of oratory. 
Bourke Cochran, of New York; Judge 
Turner, of Georgia; Gen. Grosvenor, 
of Ohio, aud Mr. Bryan, of Nebraska, 
made brilliant speeches, Mr. Coch¬ 
ran continued at length, making the 
longest spcecli of (he day, and at its 
close he was liberally applauded. 

Another lUessnsre. 

President Cleveland has sent anoth¬ 
er message lo congress. It was ac¬ 
companied by all correspondence rc- 
hiiing to Hawaiian affairs received 
since his last message. 

After a l/nbinct Ofllcer. 

A dispatch from Washington to 
Louisville parties, says: Secretary 
Carlisle, il is said, has a definite offer 
front a syndicate of Ohio capitalists to 
become the president, general counsel 
and solicitor-general of a corporation 
which is to establish a chain of nation¬ 
al loan associations over the country, 
with headquarters in Washington and 
the Ohio National hank of this city as 
ihe center. The offer was made some 
days ago, and the salary of $25,000 
per annum was made him with the 
time until February 1, 1894, given 
him to consider Iho matter. ’The 
proposition was made a few days ago 
by Ex-Co tigress man J. D. Taylor of 
Ohio, and ho was advised not i.0 bo in 
a hurry to decide. When the question 
was asked at tho treasury this morning 
in regard lolhe affair it was not deni¬ 
ed, and all the secretary would say w; s 
that tho gossips had a right to ro¬ 
mance, as there was no law against 
it. 

Carlisle to Issue Bonjls/ 

From well informed sources it is 
ascertained that, there is a strong prob¬ 
ability that, if congress fails to come 
lo his relief within tlie next fifteen 
days, Secretary Carlisle may deem it 
necessary lo issue $30,000,000 of 
bonds, under iho resumption act, for 
Ihe purpose of maintaining the gold 
reserve intact. 

The bonds, if issued, will be sold 
only for gold, but llie details as to 
hoiv long they will run, at what price 
they will bo sold, and how placed on 
the market, etc., have not yet been 
considered. 

This proposed plan of the secretary, ; 
it is said, is the result of careful con- | 
sideration, and, of course, met with I 
the approval of the president. The 
small amount of the proposed issue, 

It is understood, has been determined 
upon simply to tide Ihe treasury over 
its needs until congress can take up 
the vvholo financial question and dis¬ 
pose of it. 

Should congress within tho next fif¬ 
teen days, by resolution or otherwise, 
meet the p resent treasury needs. fc>cc - 
reiary'Carlisle will refrain from act¬ 
ing on his own responsibility; but 
should it fail to act in that "time, a 
bond issue to the amount stated, it is 
believed will bo made. 

Secretary Carlisle, it is said, would, 
personally, favor die coinage of the 
silver seigniorage if the law permitted 
him to toll it off and coin it; but the 
seigiorage obtainable from the coining 
of the silver bullion is so small, and 
would come in so slowly, that it 
would not be nearly sufficient to meet 
the present emergency. 

Religious Row I lireatenccl. 

A special from ihe City of Mexico 
to the Chicago Tribune says: “A re¬ 
ligious uprising is threatened at Leoli- 
cria, and already $70,090 worth of 
property has been destroyed. An In¬ 
dian working on the Hacienda Lecho- 
ria found a maguey leaf had been 
worm-eaten until it contained a trac¬ 
ing which to the Indian appeared to 
be a reproduction of tlie Virgin of 
Guadeloupe. Filled with a holy joy 
he prostrated himself before ihe plate 
to worship tiic picture, then hastened 
to the master of tho hacienda to tell 
him of the great mark of favor be¬ 
stowed on him ft om heaven. The 
master, Sonor II. Piinental, came and 
looked at it contemptuously, remark¬ 
ing that any worm could cat out as 
good a picture as that, lie then snap¬ 
ped it with his cane and left. The In¬ 
dian was infuriated. That night the 
hacienda and 1,000 bales of cotton 
were burned, and the incendiarism lias 
been traced to the Indian. The other 
Indians were aroused over the suppos¬ 
ed indignity, and have all assembled 
and are heading a great feast. A pe¬ 
tition has been sent to the cathedral 
in this city asking that a prelate be 
sent to examine the picture, but it is 
feared that before he can" arrive and 
disabuse the Indians of their supersti¬ 
tion a serious uprising will occur.

The organization 
has now 535 local lodges, with about 
30,000 members. The sum total paid 
for benefits during the last ten years is 
$2,242,189-

from the World’s Fair post office iu Au¬ 
gust. 


Hon. William Richardson has an¬ 
nounced that lie will not be a candi¬ 
date for Governor. 

The little lltrec-year-old daughter 
of Thomas II r/ey was run over by a 
dummy engine at Birmingham and 
horribly mangled. 

James D. llillhouee, state mine in¬ 
spector, is prepai ing the organization 
of a mining institute for Alabama.

A few days ago 
the company cut off the wafer from 
the premises of Dr. Joseph R. Smith, 
who is leading Ihe fight on the part of 
the citizens. Saturday Dr. Smith ap¬ 
plied to the circuit court for a writ 
of injunction restraining them from 
depriving him of water. The injunc¬ 
tion was granted and tho water was 
turned on. The consumers claim the 
company is charging them more than 
the contract with the city allows them 
to charge and are trying to break the 
contract. Dr. Smith, the largest 
property owner iu the city, is leading 
the fight. 

R. D. Burnett, proprietor 
of two finely appointed saloons in 
Birmingham and a prominent sporting 
man, was convicted in tho police court 
in Birmingham, Saturday, on three 
charges, gaining, permitting gambling 
on his primises and having in his pos¬ 
session a gambling device, lie was 
fined in all and bound over to the 
grand jury. Great interest was inaui- 
fet-ted in the last named case. In a 
recent raid of Burnett’s most fashion¬ 
able place, flic officers, after a close 
search, found secured beneath and up 
against the top of the counter a little 
box containing a set of electric bat¬ 
teries. On top of the batteries and 
against the bottom of the surface of 
the counter was a steel plate. Two 
wires were found running from the 
machine through the floor. A button 
was found iu the floor below tho con¬ 
trivance, which it is alleged could be 
pressed with the foot and the current 
tinned on the counter. When the 
foot was removed ihe current stopped. 
Dice wc.ro found close at hand. One 
of them was broken open and a thin 
steel plate was found close to one of 
tho surfaces. The contrivance was 
taken to police headquarters and 
rigged up. It was found to work 
satisfactorily. Aces and sixes showed 
lip almost every time. Many sports 
were put on the stand, the presence of 
most of them having been secured by 
means of attachments. The ethics of 
the profession were zealously guarded 
and ihe prosecution had to work hard 
to get what little information it did 
get. Sufficient evidence was adduced, 
however, to justify the verdict. The 
police ollioers who made (he arrest 
swore that Burnett offered them a 
bribe of a thousand dollars each if 


they would not repot t finding tho 
machine. Burnett promptly appealed 
the case. He says tho contrivance 
was put under the counter several 
years ago without his knowledge and 
that he had never operated it. Tho 
evidence, however, proved that most 
of the dice shooting was done on tho 
counter just above the machine. Fab¬ 
ulous amounts are said to. have been 
won and lost on that counter, hut the 

evidence didn’t show it— . _

GENERAL NEWS. 


Willis Orders Dole to Surrender to 
Ex Queen Lil. 

The steamer Wavirmoo, which ar¬ 
rived Monday night, brought advices 
from Honolulu under date of January 
1st, 

On Iho 101h of December, Minister 
Willis demanded of ihe provisional 
government that it surrender to the 
qeuen. 

President Dole replied, refusing to 
consider this demand. 

The government is keeping tho an¬ 
swer of Dole to Willis’demands secrot 
until it shall have had time to reach 
the president. Tho following sum¬ 
mary, however, has been obtained 
from good, authority: 

Dole begins by noting that this is 
(he first official communication this 
government has had intimating in any 
way the policy of President Cleveland 
toward Hawaii- By no action of this 
government lilts any mutter connected 
with (lie life revolution been submit¬ 
ted to the anatomy of the United 
States. This ij: carefully argued. 

No intimation has ever been made 
to the provisional government of any¬ 
thing having bison done or considered 
in the premises; until tho alleged con¬ 
clusion of the president now presented 
by Minister W illis. 

An exhaustive resume is given by 
1 ho series of political struggles leading 
up to the revolution, including the 
acts of Kalaknua before 1887, and his 
obstructing and dictating legislation 
by filling the legislatiue with office¬ 
holders. 

The climax was reached in the opi¬ 
um scandal when Kalaknua took a 
bribe of $71,000, previously prepared 
for this legislature. The citizens then 
united to overthrow the monarchy. 
This was averted by submission to 
the new constitution, which took most 
of his arbitrary, power away Thence 
on till his death lie constantly chafed 
and sought to evade iliose restrictions. 
The inside history of tho attempted 
revolution of 18-9 is then recited, and 
of Lilioukalani’s participation therein ; 
the opposition then shown by licr to 
the rights and.jolorests of foreigners 
was after lit"’' - urtfrig to the tttl'one, 
"constantly emphasized. It became 
violent during the latter part of 1892, 
as shown by her perverse appoint¬ 
ments of our cabinets in opposition to 
the will of the legislature. The events 
of tho last week of her reign are re¬ 
cited ; the resuscitation of tho defunct 
lottery bill, the removal of the Wilcox 
cabinet, all through the queen’s per¬ 
sonal influence. 

Dole recites the attempted cottp- 
d’etat action of tho committee of 
safety and the two mass meetings of 
foreigners and natives. 

The committee deemed the presence 
of the American forces necessary for 
the protection of life and property 
and requested Stevens to land them. 
Dole denounces, in the strongest 
terms, the falsehood that Stevens 
was evet asked to have his forces as¬ 
sist in the revolution or that lie ever 
did so. 

The government disclaims having 
ever authorized Damon or any oilier 
person to make terms for the queen’s 
surrender, and demos that he ever re¬ 
ported or was asked to report such 
terms. Dainon made those terms on 
his own responsibility. Never before 
nor since the revolution did tho 
members of the committee of safety 
confer with Stevens about the over¬ 
throw of the government. 

The provisional government is re¬ 
sponsible only to those who constituted 
and are now manlaining it iu power. 
It is amenable to no foreign power on 
earth. It lias always been faithful to 
its constituents, and by no acts or in¬ 
timation lias ever offered to submit 
its rights to the Unites States or any 
other power. For these reasons, this 
government must refuse lo consider 
the proposition of Minister Willis, 
appeals lo their patriotism and moral 
sense, nor to the terms of amnesty 
seemed from the ex-queen. 


R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review 
of trade says; Business has distinctly 
impio 1 . cd since the new year camo and 
the gain is no longer visible only in 
speculative markets. It is the only 
kind of improvement that has in it 
'■possibilities of lasting, because it is 
basecHtpon actual increase in the pro¬ 
duction by industries. As all rejoice 
to see it, there is perhaps a little dis¬ 
position to reckon on the gain greater 
than it is as yet,but several large e=* 
tablishments have started with part 
force, hoping to increase, and more 
smaller works have started than have 
stopped. Orders from dealers whose 
stocks approach exhaustion form a 
prominent cause, another is the widely 
prevailing impression that action at 
Washington will be more satisfactory 
than many have expected and a belief 
that in any case the situation will not 
be changod until goods now in the 
works can be marketed, having weight 
in some trade. Whatever the causes, 
even a moderate gain is most citeer- 
ing. ; 

The output of pig iron Jan, 1, is 
reckoned by The Iron Age, at 99,087 
tons weekly, which is slightly less than 
Dec, 1, though a Pittsburg authority 
makes it a little larger. In each case 
it. is from 41 to 42 cents less than a 
year ago, and the stock of untold pig 
decreased by 19,457 tons in December, 
though they decreased as much in No¬ 
vember. Several furnaces begin pro¬ 
duction this month and prices show 
no recovery. Indeed, the Low-Moore 
works in Virginia have reduced tho 
price of No. 1 foundry to $13 per ton, 
and finished products arc weaker, 
steel bars and billets again making 
the lowest price on record, though the 
line is more hopeful both here and at 
the West, with a little more business. 
Copper, lin and lead are weaker! 

Sales of wool for the week are 
2,780,900 pounds at tho three chief 
markets, against 5,895,500 last year, 
but there i s/no re inquiry from worsted 
and carpet manufacturers, some hav¬ 
ing started machinery. Overcoatings 
arc 10 to 15 per cent lower than a 
year ago, but the deliveries of dress 
goods are larger than of late, and the 
demand is more urgent. 

In cotton goods there is no definite 
change. Shipments of bools and shoes 
for the week wore less than a week 
ago, but there is a confidence that tho 
business must soon increase. 

Atlantic exports of wheat were only 
0711,000 bushels against 1,488,000 last 
year stocks iu sight decrease but little, 
and governmentcrop estimatos get lit¬ 
tle attention, (lorn is naturally weak¬ 
er with very large receipts though ex¬ 
ports arc sixty ■per cent larger than a 
year ago. 

Cotton has been lifted by specula¬ 
tion 3-1G, though the decrease in re¬ 
ceipts is not large and stocks in sight 
hero and abroad are big enough to 
meet nearly half a year’s consumption. 
Bank clearings also indicate that no 
large gain has occurred ns yet in the 
volume of business, being 12 per cent 
smaller than a year ago. 

Failures for the week have been 474 
in the United states against 216 last 
year and 67 in Canada against 20 last 
year- The liabilities of all firms fail¬ 
ings were $5,672,544. 


WROTE HIS OWN OBITUARY. 


Suicide Jack Newton Saves tho Re¬ 
porters Some Trouble. 

John Newton, a student at Bethel 
college at Russellville, Ky., committed 
suicide Monday night. He used mor¬ 
phine. When found in his room this 
morning the following advance ac¬ 
count of the tragedy written by him¬ 
self was discovered on the (able: 

“Jack Newton of Cadiz, Ky., who 
had been attending school here for the 
past six months, was found dead Ibis 
afternoon iu Dr. Harrell’s office with 
a dagger in his heart. No cause is 
assigned for the rash act. Newton 
had always been considered an eccen¬ 
tric fellow by ids fellow students. 
Ho was about twenty \ ears of age and 
tho son of Rev. F. M. Newton, a 
Methodist preacher, who resides at 
Cadiz.” 

Evidently lie had been disappointed 
in his first intentions.

Seven Wonders of Corea. 


A Chinese paper describes the seven 
wonders which Corea, like unto othei 
Oriental countries, possesses, aud which 
played a conspicuous role iu antiquity. 
The Corean “wonders” consist, first, ol 
a hot mineral spring near Kin Shantno, 
which is capable of curing sickness and 
diseases of all kinds, 't he second won¬ 
der is the tw'o wells, one at cacli end of 
the peninsula, which have the peculiar 
characteristic that when one is full the 
other is empty. The water of the one 
is inlousely bitter, that of the other lias a 
pleasant and sweet taste. The third 
w'onder is a cold cavo 'from which there 
issues constantly an ice cold wind, with 
such force that a strong man is uot able 
to stand up against it. A pine forest 
which cannot be eradicated constitutes 
the lourth wonde,. No matter what in¬ 
jury may be done to the roots the young 
trees spriug up again like tho phoenix 
from its ashes. The most remaikable, 
however, is the fifth wonder—the famous 
hovering stone—which stands, or rather 
appears to stand, in front of a palace 
erected to its honor. This is a massive 
rectangular block, free on all sides. 
Two men standing, one on each end, 
can draw a cord underneath the stone 
from side to side without encountering 
any obstacle. The sixth wonder is a hot 
stone which has been lying from time 
immemorial on the summit of a hill and 
evolving a glowing beat. The seventh 
Corean wonder is a sweating Buddha. 
This is guarded in a great temple, iu 
whose court for thirty yards on all sides 
not a single blade of grass grows. No 
tree, no flower will flourish on the sacred 
spot, and even wild crearesut are careful 
not to profane it. 

Avalanches Produced by Railways. 


A correspondent to the London Times 
records a curious aud altogether unex¬ 
pected result of the tunnelling operations 
in the St. Gothard is a lawsuit instituted 
by the inhabitants of the adjacent valleys. 
They s ue tho Federal Government for 
damages caused by the great increase of 
avalanches which constantly thunder 
down the mountain side, produced, it is 
presumed, by the explosions of dynamite 
more than by the vibrations of passing 
trains in tlie lower tunnels of tlie rail¬ 
way. Many witnesses, who have lived 
iu tlie neighborhood since the early part 
of the century, will swear to the greatly 
augmented number and force of the ava¬ 
lanches that now constantly sweep de¬ 
struction down the mountain. The first 
hearing of this novel case was lately 
heard boforo the Federal judges as¬ 
sembled at Bellinzomt. Wc believe' 
there is no instance iu this country of an 
avalanche produced by railway service.— 
[Scientific American.

Tlie Passing Away of Benjamin 
Pratt—His Eventful Life. 

Mr. Benjamin Pratt died at the resi¬ 
dence of T. J. Ilalton, San Antonio, 
Fla., Sunday at 5 p. in.

In regard to the first we 
have this to say, no bonds have as 
yet been issued, and under the 
charter of Calera she can issue 
bonds only 10% ofthe assessed value 
of the real and personal property 
inside the city limits. 

In regard to the deposit of mon¬ 
ey to build the court house and 
other buildings, we have this to 
say, if any money has been depos¬ 
ited to erect buildings we know- 
nothing of it, and if any was on 
deposit it would be made known 
by the friends of removal, and we 
have seen no statement, that any 
cash had been raised and on hand 
to commence building court house 
in the event of Calera getting a 
majority of the votes. Will the 
Sentinel slate how , much money 
has been deposited? 


At the request of a number of 
parties we print portions of the 
charter of Calera that authorize 
the levy of taxes, and the issue of 
bonds. Atqvvili be seen the city 
counsil of Calera can create a debt 
not- exceeding in the aggregate 10% 
of tbs assessed value of the real 
and personal property in the city 
limits. The assessed value of the 
real and personal property as near 
as can be ascertained is something 
less than one hundred thousand 
dollars: ten per cent of said 
amount would be ten thousand 
dollars. For the information of 
the voters of this county' we again 
ask the Sentinel, to show how Ca¬ 
lera can issue sufficient bonds to 
build a court house and other pub¬ 
lic buildings.

From the dispatches we see that 
a bill has passed, the English par¬ 
liament granting the government 
the right to borrow $50,000,000. 
This is one of the benefits of clos¬ 
ing the mints of India to the free 
coinage of silver; the demonetiza¬ 
tion of silver there is hating the 
same effect as it did in the United 
States; produce is failing in price, 
gold is enhancing, the people are 
suffering, industrial enterprises are 
paralyzed, and business of every 
kind is stagnated. 


Washington, Jan. 10.—Secreta¬ 
ry Carlisle proposed an issue of 
bonds to the Senate Committee on 
Finance, this evening, Senators 
Voorhces, Harris and Jones of 
Arkansas, Sherman, Allison and 
Jones of Nevada were present. It 
was supposed that the Secretary 
would have a proposition formulat¬ 
ed to print and such proved to be 
the case. 

Mr. Carlisle said he wanted au¬ 
thority to issue-bonds and so stat¬ 
ed to the committee in as few 
words. He thinks an issue of 
bonds the simplest way to meet the 
apparently approaching crisis in 
the Treasury. The Secretary dwelt 
briefly upon the rapidly diminish¬ 
ing gold reserve and stated that 
instead of increasing as- he had 
hoped tbe government receipts 
would now, they had continued to 
diminish until there was coming to 
be a monthly gap of about $10,- 
000,000 between the receipts and 
expenditures. He thought, there¬ 
fore, that it was expedient that 
Congress should take steps to pro¬ 
vide against the evil. 

He asked that the act of 1875 for 
for the resumption of specie pay¬ 
ments, should bo so amended as to

THE FATALISTIC TURK. 


Dow Ho Braves Death at tho Holy City 
of His Faith. 

1 Tlie accounts given by the pilgrims 
of the way in which cholora attacked 
'them are terrible in their grim 
iatalism, says the London Spectator. 
June 24, two days before the Courban 
Ijairam, upward of 100,000 Mussul¬ 
mans, Arabs, Turks, and Indians had 
'gathered on the sacred ' mohnt to 
hear the solemn address which is de¬ 
livered to those who wish to become 
iadji. Many of these people were in 
the most wretched condition, and 
some had not even a loaf of bread. 

It was here that the disease ap¬ 
pears to have struck them, like the 
blast of a poisoned wind. When 
next day the onward movement to 
the holy city began it was found that 
the ground was strewn like a battle 
field with the dead and dying, and 
so terribly virulent was the type of 
Infection thus engendered that it 
was, says the account, impossible for 
kny living creature to approach the 
jplace. 

The authorities seem, however, to 
Jiave realized that something must 
be done, and that the bodies could 
kot be left to rot. Accordingly, a 
Turkish regiment was sent to per¬ 
form the work of burial and to re- 
'jnove any of the pilgrims who still 
lived. Never did troops in the heat) 
bf battle receive a command mord 
fraught with peril. The risk, as ill 
proved, was literally greater than 
that of facing machine guns, and the 
moral effect was far more terrible. 
There are ten men who will face 
death by bullets to one who will face 
death by cholera. Yet these Turkish 
soldiers, with the fatalistic courage 
of their race, obeyed as they obeyed' 
at Plevna. 

The battalion, when it reached tho 
toount, was 700 strong. After the 
work had been done 200 men only re¬ 
mained to go back to the coast. Five 
hundred of the soldiers had died of 
cholera. That is, nearly three-quar¬ 
ters of the regiment perished in the 
work of burial. No doubt English 
troops would have been upheld by 
many considerations—by religious 
feeling and by the instinct of mercy, 
and they would, moreover, have becD 
well fed. 

The Turkish troops probably felt 
(the sense of pity very little, and 
their officers were almost certainly 
men with anything but a high sense 
of conduct. They acted merely from 
the most naked sense of the duty of 
not flinching at a command. It was 
an order given from afar and from 
above, and that and fate are to them 
all one. - _ _—. —

Waves on the Grant Salt Lake. 

A correspondent of the Companion 
recently witnessed a most convincing 
proof of the weight of the salt-laden 
waters of the Great Salt Lake. A 
strong gale of wind was blowing over 
tho lake, and driving its surface in¬ 
to low, white-capped ridges, whilo 
along the shore the foam lay like flat 
banks of new-fallen snow. If it had 
passed across a lake of fresh water 
of equal extent that wind would un¬ 
questionably have produced such an 
agitation of its surface that navi¬ 
gation in small boats would have beeD 
difficult if not highly perilous. 

But the waters of the Great Salt 
Lake, although driven into ridges as 
just remarked, showed a curious re¬ 
sistance to the wind and the waVes, 
rising to only a slight elevation, 
moved along with an appearance of 
lethargy that the eye could not but 
notice. 

Yet there was an immense momen¬ 
tum stored up in those low, heavy, 
slow-moving waves. Venturing into 
the water at a point where the depth 
did not exceed four feet the observer 
found that it was impossible to stand 
against them. Their sheer weight 
swept him resistlessly along. 

The curious buoyancy of the water, 
containing twenty-two per cent, of 
salt in solution, increased the help¬ 
lessness of the bather. He was not 
submerged, as sometimes occurs in 
the Atlantic breakers, but was lifted 
and carried like a cork. 

It would probably have been im¬ 
possible to dive through au on-com¬ 
ing wave after the matter practiced 
by bathers along the Atlantic coast. 
In the Great Salt Lake people are 
not drowned through sinking, but 
strangled while still afloat. The bit¬ 
ter water may enter the air passages 
With fatal effect, but the body con¬ 
tinues to float until it reaches the 
shore or is picked up.

Thoy 
demand that tho secretary retract, in 
equally forcible language,remarksmado 
by him derogatory to the agricultural 
organizations; if ho does dot do this. 
President Cleveland will bo asked to re¬ 
quest liis resignation. That is not what 
we want. Secretary Morton made cer¬ 
tain specific charges against officiate of 
certain agricultural associations as to 
the methods they used in carrying on 
their organizations, and in the con¬ 
duct of their financial affairs. 'When 
a man charges corruption and mis¬ 
management it is not a sufficient an¬ 
swer to demand his removal from of¬ 
fice. What is necessary is to refute 
tho charges. If Secretary Morton 
made false charges, lie should be, and 
undoubtedly will be, removed from of¬ 
fice; but if, on the other hand, his 
charges arc true, ho should be com¬ 
mended by all farmers, and the guilty 
parties in tho farmers’ organizations 
should be punished.

A POWERFUL ALLY. 

The Farmers’ Alliance should paj 
some attention to tho active work that 
is being done by the International 
Typographical Union to secure the 
governmental ownership aud control 
of tho telegraph. The Washington 
committee lias for some time past been 
receiving most encouraging reports 
from all sections of the country. Tho 
local committees are very active. They 
are issuing circulars, visiting labor 
and reform organizations and gather¬ 
ing influence in favor of their measure 
everv day. Remarkable to relate, tho 
efforts ol the committees m various 
congressional districts and States have 
been to bring about a ehauge of views 
on the part of their representatives. 
The Washington committee already 
have, as a result of their work done in 
Massachusetts, fifty thousand sig¬ 
natures to a petition calling 
for the governmental ownership and 
control of the telegraph. Letters 
are pouring in asking for blank peti¬ 
tions. The organized bodies of work¬ 
ingmen throughout the Onitecl States 
are passing official resolutions, with 
tho signatures of officers and seals of 
organizations attached, which are be¬ 
ing mailed to representatives every 
day. The work in this direction, 
while there has been no mention of it 
in tho newspapers, has created consid¬ 
erable comment at the national capi¬ 
tal.

WANT OF CONFIDENCE. 

The Richmond Star very nearlj 
zums up the whole situation in the 
following: When asked what is the 
cause of the financial troubles that are 
wrecking business aud causing distress 
and want to the wage workers of this 
country we arc tohl that it is want oi 
confidence. Want of confidence in 
what? Want of confidence in the gov¬ 
ernment of tho United States? Want 
of confidence in the national legisla¬ 
ture? Or is it want of confidence in 

tho power of tho lobby? In the last 
national campaign the two most im¬ 
portant issues affecting tho welfare of 
tho people, the tariff and finance, were 
most thoroughly discussed. Indeed, 
the campaign was designated as a 
campaign of education. By a most 
overwhelming majority the democratic 
candidates were elected on a platform 
that was dissected and re-dissected. 

In a very short timo this cloud of 
want of confidence, at first no larger 
than a man’s hand, arose. It first ap- 
appeared in the west. Rapidly it grew 
until it became an immense black 
sheet, bringing Hurricanes and eyciones 
of disasters to the business of the coun¬ 
try, and causing want, like a gaunt 
skeleton, to sit upon the threshold of 
the employees of all the great industries 
of the country. Wliero does this want 
of confidence lie? Is it among the 
merchants and small traders'? Is it 
among the farmers and laborers? Is it 
among the mechanics and artisans? Is 
it among the wage workers and labor¬ 
ers? No! Then where is this want 
of confidence? Surely it is among 
the money-lenders. Those who have 
a surplus. Men who are not satisfied 
with the legal rate of usury. Men 
who have piled up thousands and 
desire to increase these thousands to 
tens and Hundreds of thousands, not 
by legal and patient earnings, but by 
arbitrary and illegal legislation, at the 
expense of those who bear the heat 
and burdens of the day. We are told 
that our banking system is tlie the best 
ever known to this country, and that 
it is next to impossible to improve 
upon it. Yet we see the thousands 
who had laid by a few hundred dollars 
for the education of their children nod 
to provide for their wants in old oge, 
or times of adversity, with every dol¬ 
lar swept away from them by the fail¬ 
ure of these banks conducted on the 
very bent banking system! We see 
want stalking about through the land 
and the country supplied with every 
necessity, not only in abuudanco for 
all living wants, but with a great 
abundance. When the laborer or the 
business man asks what is the matter 
with the times, and when the children 
of the people ask for bread from an 
empty cupboard, .we are told that it is 
a lack of confidence! Lack of confi¬ 
dence is what? 


MURDER AT BIRMINGHAM 

Ol’ a Non-Commissioned Officer of 
The United States Army. 

Birmingham, Jan. 7.—Birmingham 
has been in a great stale of excitc- 
aient today oil account of the foul 
minder of a United States army offi¬ 
cer, whose dead body, dressed in full 
uniform, was found by two boys this 
morning in the woods in tho western 
outskirts of the city. There were two 
bullet holes in the neck just below the 
left ear. 

A furlough in tho dead man’s pock¬ 
et identified him as Eugene Walker, 
sergeant of the Sixth cavalry, station¬ 
ed at Fort Niobrara, Nob. 

Several hours after the finding of 
the corpse, Eugeno Byars, a cousin of 
il.o dead man, and a desperate char¬ 
acter, visited the undertaker's shop 
and identified tho body. Byars was 
drunk and did so much talking that 
lie was at once arrested on suspicion. 

Byars said that Sergeant Walker 
arrived hero Friday and was en route 
to Eldridge, Ala., to visit his father, 
who is a prominent eilizen of Walker 
county. He said he was with Walker 
all day yesterday, both drinking, and 
left him last night at 6 o’clock. 

Laleron a street car conductor told 
the officers (hit two men went out on 
his car about 7 o’clock last night and 
got oil - at a point opposite the scene 
of the murder. He identified the dead 
man as one and Byars as tho other. 
It was shortly after 7 o’clock (hat res¬ 
idents in the neighborhood of the 
scene heard two pistol shots fired in 
quick succession. 

With tho arrest of Byars, who was 
placed m the county jail, the excite¬ 
ment increased, and there was talk of 
lynching, but the talk did not develop 
into action. 

Byars denies his guilt. He tele¬ 
graphed the dead man’s father, who 
arrived here tonight. 

Byars is a desperate character. Sev¬ 
eral years ago ho was arrested for 
the murder of Charlie Ware, whose 
body was found at the bottom of 
“Murderers’ Gulf” on Keel Mountain. 
After a long trial he was finally ac¬ 
quitted. He is now under indictment 
for assault to murder. He was for¬ 
merly a policeman here, and was dis¬ 
missed from the force for clubbing a 
drunken man nearly to death. 

Sergeant Walker was about 30 
years old and had been in the army 
five years. No pistol was found near 
his body, thus dispelling the theory of 
suicide. His watch and money were 
missing.

Death from a Sedlitz Powder. 

A sedlitz powder as the cause of 
death is an almost unheard-of thing iu 
medical circles, yet Christine Kroys, a 
German domestic, of Brooklyn, per- 1 
ished by that means a fow days ago. 
She was found by her mistress lying 
unconscious on the floor, her lips cov¬ 
ered with blood. All efforts to resus¬ 
citate her proved vain, and she died 
within a few hours. On a table near 
by were found two glasses, in which tho 
blue and white papers of a sedlitz pow¬ 
der had been dissolved. Apparently 
the girl had drunk first one glass and 
then tho other. Tho two packages, 
when mixed together, effervesce and 
generate carbonic gas. This was 
formed in the girl’s stomach and 
choked her. While endeavoring to 
gain her breath, she burst an artery 
which caused her death. 


A Cyclone Story. 

One of the most peculiar results of 
last Sunday’s cyclone can be seen in 
East Jacksonville. A large oak tree 
was twisted by the force of the wind 
half way round, yet remained up¬ 
right, and there are no splits or 
cracks visible upon its surface.

Louis Buscnbusher, of Birmingham 
a German boy who drives a bread 
delivery wagon, shot and fatally 
wounded Henry Miller, a young ne¬ 
gro man tlie past week. Buscnbusher 
had left His wagon in front of a resi¬ 
dence and had gone in lo deliver some 
bread, when the negro, taking advan¬ 
tage of his absence, stole seveial loaves 
and started off with them. The Ger¬ 
man called to him to stop, but lie 
broke into a run and Buscnbusher, 
fired on him, Hie ball taking effect in 
his back. The boy surrendered lo an 
officer and is locked up pending the 
results of the negroes injuries. 

“Gen. Win. II. Forney,who for sev¬ 
eral years ably icpresortod the Sev¬ 
enth Congressional District in Con¬ 
gress, is dead. General Forney was 
held in high esteem by a large coterie 
of friends, both in Alabama and Wash¬ 
ington. in speaking of the deceased, 
editorially, the Age-Herald says: 
General Forney was not only a leader 
in Hie walks of political life, but also 
attained honorable distinction as a 
soldier in two American wars. When 
quite a young man, as a member of 
the First Alabama Volunteers, and as 
a lieutenant, ho bore a gallant part at 
Ihe siege of Vera Cruz, and, on the 
breaking out of the laic civil war, he 
entered Hie service of the confederacy 
in 1801, and laid down his sword as* 
brigadier-general at Appomattox,” 


WASHINGTON NOTES. 


Items of General Interest that are Occur¬ 
ring at the Capital City. 


Iu The Senate. 

26th Day.— There was an unusual 
flood of peliiions protesting against 
the passage of the Wilson tariff bill in 
tho senate this morning after the read¬ 
ing of the journal. Sena'or Martin, 
democrat, of Kansas, called up tho 
house bill authorizing tho Shawneo 
Heat and Light company of Kansas to 
construct a dam across the Kansas 
rive in Shawnee county, Kansas, and 
it was passed. At 12:45 the senate, 
on moth n of Mr. Hill, went into exe¬ 
cutive session to consider the Ilorn'- 
blower nomination. In tho executive 
session Senator Hill opened Hie fight 
against tlie confirmation of Hornblow- 
er for associate justice of the supreme 
court, and Senator Vilas of Wisconsin, 
the only democratic member of the 
judiciary committee who supported 
Mr., Hornblower in the committoo 
room, made a strong appeal for con- 
firma'ion. After a general discussion 
lasting throughout the afternoon, Mr. 
Horn blower's nomination was rejected 
by a majority of 0. 

27th Day. —Tho Hawaiian contro¬ 
versy was again brought to attention 
of the Senate today, and (hero was a 
spirited discussion between Messrs. 
Hoar, Gray and Daniel. The presi¬ 
dent’s message communicating the re¬ 
cent diplomatic correspondence af¬ 
forded Mr. Hoar an opportunity to 
speak on the matter, and lie showed 
by quoting from the Hawaiian consti¬ 
tution that tho queen in her recent 
protest ihat she could not promise 
amnesty to the members of the provis¬ 
ional government, was only confining 
herself to the limits of tho constitu¬ 
tion, which does not confer on the 
crown such absolute right of granting 
amnesty, but requires that pardon can 
be granted only by ihe concurrence of 
the cabinet and other constitutional 
officers. 

28th Day. —The civil service law 
and tho way it Is administerd was dis¬ 
cussed in the senate today. Senator 
Berry took exception to the policy of 
adowing the fourth-class postmaster 
to remain in office in order to carry 
out llio spirit of the law. Senator 
Gallinger of New Hampshire criticized 
the law, and said it ought to bo re¬ 
pealed. Senator Hoar of Massachu¬ 
setts defended the law, and Senator 
Cockrell of Missouri said that it was a 
good law, if carried out according to 
its intent and purpose. The federal

hours. Mr. Gray of Delaware tried 
to get the republicans to name a day 
when final action should be taken on 
the bill, but tho request was evaded, 
and Mr. Frye said he wanted to hear 
tho other side discuss the question. 
The senate adjourned at 5:15. 

29th Day.— The proceedings in the 
Senate today were devoid of any gen¬ 
eral interest. A few resolutions were 
offered and several speeches of disap¬ 
proval of the proposed bond issue 
were made. The senate adjourned 
until Monday. 

In The House. 

20th Day. —The consideration of 
the tariff debate, under tho five min¬ 
ute rule, was begun today. Of the 
three amendments disposed of none 
were of material moment. The at¬ 
tempt of Messrs, DoForrest and Sper¬ 
ry, democrats, of Connecticut, to se¬ 
cure Hie adoption of an amendment 
increasing the duty of Sumatra cigar 
wrappers to tho present rates was de¬ 
feated. The debate concluded with a 
brilliant tilt between Mr. Cockran and 
Mr. Reed. 

27th Day. —Very little progress 
was made with the amendments to 
the tariff bill today. The republicans 
under the leadership of Mr. Burrows, 
made another struggle to secure Ihe 
right to offer amendments alternately 
with Mr. Wilson, hulas on yesterday, 
the chairman held, in view of the 
precedent of proceedurc when the 
McKinley bill was under considera¬ 
tion, that Mr. Wilson, on behalf of 
the majority of the committee, was 
entitled to perfect the bill before it 
was thrown open to miscellaneous 
amendments. Several minor amend¬ 
ments were agreed to, tho most im¬ 
portant being that lo increase the du¬ 
ty ou condensed milk to two cents a 
pound. Almost the entire afternoon 
was spent in discussing the date upon 
which free wool and tho correspond¬ 
ing reductions ou wool should go into 
effect. No conclusion was reached. 

28th Day. —The ways and means 
committee-suffered its first defeat to¬ 
day, when by a vote of 112 (o 102 the 
committee of tho whole rejected Mr. 
Wilson’s amendment fixed the date on 
which free wool should go into effect 
August 1, 1894, and adopted the 
substitute of Mr. Johnson, (he Ohio 
free trade and single taxer, making it 
go Into effect immediately on the pas¬ 
sage of the bill. Manv of the repub¬ 
licans voted whit the radical demo¬ 
crats for the sulisiitule. One other 
amendment was acted on today—to 
allow the free entry in bond of ma¬ 
chinery, ns well as Hie materials used 
in tfie construction of ships built for 
foreign account. The rest of the day 
was spent in discussing an amendment 
of Mr. Burrows to substitute the pres¬ 
ent wool schedule for that proposed 
by the Wilson bill. At 5:30 the house 
took a recess until 8 o’clock. At the 
night session Mr. Sperry, democrat, 
of Connecticut, made a vicious assault 
ou tho Wilson bill on the ground that 

in (ho face of a certain deficit in the 
treasury of $70,000,000 by June 30 
uext, in Hie face of the appeal of the 
secretary of ihe treasury for a bond 
i.-suc 1 the democratic ways and means 
committed had brought in a bill, os¬ 
tensibly to raise revenues, which, if 
passed, would increase Hie preseut es¬ 


timated deficit to $145,000,000. It 
was a free trade bill and if tho issue 
between free trade and prolection 
were ever presented to the people of 
the country, the verdict would be 
overwhelmingly in favor of protec¬ 
tion. The other speakers were Messrs. 
Bower, democrat, of North Carolina, 
Hunter, democrat, of Illinois, Hullick, 
republican, of Ohio, and Post, repub¬ 
lican of Illinois. 

29th Day. —Almost the entire day 
in the house was spent in the con in- 
uation of the debate on Mr. Burrows’ 
amendment to restore the existing du¬ 
ties on wool, with Hie result of its de¬ 
feat^ by astrict party vote. At ajiigjji 
session tne debate ou the tariff bill 
was continued, 

30th Day _The House is making- 

slow progtess with the tariff bill. 
Only one week more remains, and 
less than twenty amendments to about 
1000 paragraphs has been disposed of. 
The argument between Mr. Johnson 
and Mr. Dalzell over the proposition 
to put steel rails on the free list was 
concluded today and ihe amendment 
was defeated. The remainder of the 
day and the night session were devoted 
to speeches for and against the bill. 

31st Day. —Only one amendment 
to the tariff bill was argued today, 
that relating to the tin plate schedule. 
It was unimportant, however, affect¬ 
ing not tho rates, but tho technicalities 
of the trade—the Henderson amend¬ 
ment to subslitule tho existing rates 
on agricultral products. The Dingley 
amendment to charge the rates on lime 
from 10 per cent, ad valorem to a 
specific duty of 6 cents per 100 pounds 
and Hie Crane amendment to reduce 
the duties on cotton and woolen goods 
from 45 per cent, to 25 per cent., were 
lost. At 1:10 o’clock tho President’s 
secretary appeared with tho Hawaiian 
message and ihe yeto of the Now York 
and New Jersey bridge bill. The ref¬ 
erence in 1 ho message of transmission 
to the remarkable letter of President 
Dole to Minister Willis caused great 
curiosity in Hie house, and Mr. Hitt, 
leader of tho republican minority of 
the committee on foreign affairs, asked 
that Hie letter be read. No objection 
was made. While -the reading was 
progressing the members on both sides 
crowded down about the speaker’s 
rostrum. 

An Anti-Bom! ttcootutinn. 

Representative Bailey, of Texas, to¬ 
day introduced the following resolu¬ 
tion : 

“Resolved that it is tho sense of the 
house of representatives that the sec¬ 
retary of the treasury has no authority 
under existing law to issue and sell 
the bonds of the Untied States, except 
such is conferred upon hint by the act 
approved January 14, 1876, entitled: 
An act to provide for the resumption 
of specie payments and that the inon- 
ey derived frem the sale of bonds is¬ 
sued under that act cannot bo lawfully 
applied to any purpose except those 
specified therein.” The resolution 
was referred to the judiciary commit¬ 
tee. 

In a Line or Tvro. 

Senator White of California, has 
introduced a bill appropriating $250,- 
000 to investigate and determiu'e the 
best plan to reclaim arid lands. 

A Washington afternoon paper 
prints what pm ports to be a memorial 
from tho Hawaiian Patriotic league to 
congress praying for llio restoration 
of Liluokalani to her throne, 

Samuel Parker, ex.prime minister 
and minister of the foreign affairs in 
Liliuokalaui’8 cabinet, refines the' 
statement that the deposed queen will 
sue the United States government fo> 
damages. 

The hou&e comtnitteo on labor or¬ 
dered a favorable report ou Represent¬ 
ative McGann’s resolution providing 
for an investigation relative lo Hie 
effect of machinery on labor. The 
sum of $10,000 is appropriated to car¬ 
ry out tho resolution. 

Secretary Carlisle will issue $50,- 
000,000 ill bonds. He has already 
advertised for bids for the same to bo 
in by February 1st. 


GENERAL NEWS. 


Wholesale Summary of the News of ihe 
Week Gathered from Every Quarter. 


Double Murder. 

H. R- Foster shot and instantly 
killed Henry Hudson and a negro who 
was present, on Mr. Hudson s plan¬ 
tation five miles from West Point, Ga. 
A lawsuit of several years’ standing 
caused the killing of Hudson and the ne¬ 
gro who was an innocent party,w a kil . 
ed because he happened to witness Hie 
deed. The murdered man was one of 
the most prominent planters in the 
county, and his friends are greatly 
wrought up over his untimely death. 
Should Foster be arrested there is no 
telling what may be the result. 


Fatal Snow Slide. 

With a mighty roar as of thunder, a 
terrific snow slide came down the 
mountain at Multan, Ida., a few days 
since, currying eyerytiling before it. 
Several miners’ cabins in its path 
were crushed and buried. Cornelius 
McGrevey and John Bollen were eat¬ 
ing in their cabins at the time, 
before they realized their danger 
slide was upon them, crushing 
life out of them in a twinkling. 

It is feared others are buried under 
the slide of snow. Not until spring 
comes will it be known how many 
perished. The town of Mullan nar¬ 
rowly escaped being carried away. 


Fought for Their Lives. 

The details of the massacre of Cap¬ 
tain Wilson’s party by the Matebeles 
lias been received at Capetown. The 
news wired from Buluoway shows 
that Captain Wilson and his men made 
a luird fight and died gallantly, fight¬ 
ing to the last. It is stated that 
Captain Wilson’s force, outside of a 
few natives, numbered only thirty- 
four British troops. The number of 
Ihe Matebeles which surrounded them 
is variously estimated from one to 
four thousand. 
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Prince Bismarck is q uite sick. 

The aggregate number of Columbian 
stamps issued to postmasters for the 
past year was 1,999,983,200. 

California grangers will hold a 
grange congress during the Midwinter 
exposition at San Francisoo. 

The rebel band in Sicily numbers in 
its tank 3000 women. The rebels are 
well supplied with provisions. 

The announcement is made from 
Calcutta that Ihe government will not 
impose any import duty on silver. 

Mitchell and Corbett are both said 
to be iu fine condition and no flies as 
yet liave lit on Governor Mitchell. 

On account of ill health. Senator 
Walthall, of Mississippi, has tendered 
his resignation to Governor Stone. 

The prosecution in the Coughlin 
murder case has closed its testimony 
and announced its determination to 
rest. 

The Russian government is consul' 
ering tho question of extending the 
territory upon which Jews are.allowcd 
to settle. 

Lord Berseford escaped from the 
convict camp at Kramer last Monday 
night, but twelve hours afterwards 
was arrested in a house of ill repute 
ot Amerieus, Ga. 

Governor Flower, and a number of 
other prominent New Yorkers will 
visit the mardi gras at New Orleans 
February 2nd. En route they will 
spend a day at Raleigh, N. C. 

Louis Redwine has been sent to ihe 
penitentiary to serve his six years 
sentence. Eu route he made this 
statement “that his life had been for 
the past seven years a living hell.” 

Five masked men held up a train ou 
the Kansas City, St. Joseph and Coun¬ 
cil Bluff'road and looted the express 
car of ail its valuables. The scene of 
tlie robbery was near St. Joseph, Mo. 
It is believed that the “Eli” gang are 
the ones who “got there.” 

At Sumter, 8. G, an 80-horse pow¬ 
er boiler belonging to a saw- mill, ex¬ 
ploded. John Kennedy was severely 
injured as were two negroes. Tho 
mill is a wreck. Bricks were scat¬ 
tered for 300 yards. Some went 
through freight cars standing ueay by 
liko cannon balls. 

A trestle on the New York, Susqe- 
hanna and Western railway fell in, 
carrying down with it a portion of a 
construction train upon which there 
were 22 Italian laborers. The fall 
was some thirty feet. Two of the 
men were killed outright and several 
others badly iujured. 

Tits statement issued by the Nash¬ 
ville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Rail¬ 
road Compauy, shows that during 
December, the gross earnings were 
$377,000, net earnings $162,000 and 
surplus $40,000. The surplus is only 
$10,000 less titan for the same month 
last year. The surplus for the past 
six mouths is $259,000 and only $66,- 
000 loss titan the same corresponding 
six months of the year before. 

Terry, Miss., a small town on the 
Illinois Central roachwas a few months 
ago totally destroyed by fire. Thu 
loss aggregating about $60,000. Suit 
was brought against the Illinois Cen¬ 
tral railroad for damages the claim 
being made that the Are originated! 
from a shack from an engine of that, 
road. The case has been compromised. 
The railroad authorities agreeing to' 
pay 50 per cent, of the damages. 

A wholesale attempt at assassination 
at Hie turpentine distillery of McCloud 
& Young, in Clinch comity, Ga., i3 
reported. A band of men attempted 
to kill all of the operators. Nine ne¬ 
gro workmen were shot while in 
yatnp. The attachng party had shot¬ 
guns and Winchester l ilies. It is not 
yet known who formed the party, but 
it is believed they were squatters, 
whose rights had been infrienged on. 
Another theory is that tho shooting 
was done by employes of rival firms, 
who have attempted to prevent the 
distillery being run, Great excite¬ 
ment prevailes in Clinch county in 
consequence of the affair. 

Harris and Walking, the negro pu¬ 
gilists, who were advertised to fight 
in the opera house at Jacksonville on 
Monday night, under articles of agree¬ 
ment identical to those of signed by 
Corbett and Mitchell, were allowed to 
meet, but the affair was a perfect fake 
and was so denounced by many who 
were present. It was a trick of the 
sporting men to get Governor Mitch¬ 
ell to show his hand, but that honor¬ 
ed dignitary knows a thing or two 
himself. As a last resort a mutual 
friend of the club and governor made 
a personal appeal on Tuesday but all 
to no avail and the club have abandon¬ 
ed the idea of having a public exhibi¬ 
tion. 

The Knights of Labor have been 
threatning enjoin Secretary Carlisle 
from issuing bonds. 

The heirs of Col. Nicholas Ltilz, of 
Reading, Pa., who furnished Wash 
ington’s army with flour and meat 
claim (o have discovered in the ar- 
chives at Washington that he was nev¬ 
er fully paid, they say that they will 
shortly bring a suit to recover $3,000 
and interest from Hie government. 
Col. Lulz was at one time ou Wash¬ 
ington’s staff and conducted several 
flourishing mills Reading. 

No Flirting Allowed. 

A graveyard is not a very cheerful 
place for courtship; yet there seems to 
bo a good deal of billing and cooing 
going on in the Northwood cemetery 
at Germantown, Pa. The directors 
have found it necessary to erect at tho 
entrance a sign bearing these words; 
, “Flirting is Prohibited.” 


Industrial Conditions in the South. 

The Tradesman, Chattanooga, 
Tonn., in its review of the indus¬ 
trial situation in the South for the past 
week report that in the organization 
of new industries tho Southern States 
have maintained the average during 
the week, witli an increase in the 
number of enlargements of manufac¬ 
tories. Inquiries for new machinery 
continued to be unusually large. An 
advance in the price of rice encourages 
the growers, who liave large stocks on 
hand, but the farmers who are holding 
their cotton for advanced prices are 
not equally fortunate. The Southern 
farmers, as a class, are in better pecu¬ 
niary condition at this season than 
ever before. Less money was bor¬ 
rowed on the security of growing 
crops, and more supplies were made 
at home. In consequence, the greater 
part of the receipts for sales remain 
for future use instead, as in former 
years being paid on previous debts, 
and for corn and meat from the north¬ 
west. 

The iron and coal producers are 
postponing any increase in their out¬ 
puts until tiio tariff question is settled. 

The Tradesman reports thirty-two 
new industries as established or inco- 
porated during the week, together 
with twelve enlargements of manufac¬ 
tories, and twelve important new 
buildings.

CIGARETTE STAR 1 ED IT. 


Three Hundred People Lose Them 

Lives in n Fire at Ningpo. 

The Pacific Mail steamship, City of 
Pekin, has just brought details from 
Ningpo of one of the most terrible 
fires on record, which occurred in the 
big temple in that city, Decembor 8th, 
and caused the deatli of nearly three 
hundred women and children, The 
annual theatrical performance in hon¬ 
or of the gods was being given in the 
temple. A boy threw a lighted ciga¬ 
rette into a heap of straw which blazed 
up, and the burning staircase prevent¬ 
ed the the people getting out. There 
was a great rush to escape. Some 
were trampled to death, others jumped 
out of tho windows and were either 
killed or so badiy injured that they 
were unable to escape the flames and 
so perished, while others passively 
awaited their fate, which was not long 
in overtaking them, and they were 
roasted alive or suffocated by the 
smoke. 

Negroes Going to Africa. 

A special dispatch from Memphis 
says: “The negroes in this section 
of the South, principally those in Ar¬ 
kansas have contracted emigration fe¬ 
ver again and there is an exodus of 
black mon to Africa. A dispatch 
from Marianna, Ark., says all the ne¬ 
groes in that neighborhood are sacri¬ 
ficing what little property they have 
with the intention of going to the dark 
continent. One car load lias passed 
through Brinkley en route for Now 
York, whence they intend to sail for 
their unlimited destination. It seems 
as if tho scheme had been worked up 
by negro agents who liave been can¬ 
vassing (he section for some time for 
wliac purpose or in whose interest is 
not known. Many negroes owned 
small places and several head of stock 
and were comparatively speaking in 
good circumstances, but have sacri¬ 
ficed all for a few dollars to pay their 
way to New York. A prominent 
planter purchased nineteen hogs from 
one of these would be emigrants for 
tiio small sum of $6. 


Lynchers Sent to Jail. 

The jury in the Hustings court, 
Roanoke, Va., brought in a verdict, 
recently,finding Walter Davis, Harvey 
Dow, Chas. McDaniel and Joe Varil- 
la guilty of misdemeanor in assisting 
at tlie burning of the body of Thos. 
Smith ou tho morning of September 
21. Smith was tho negro cnuglit 
by a mob and lynched on account of 
his brutal treatment of an old lady, 
after the milita had fired upon and 
killed eight citizens before being or¬ 
dered to disband. The sentence 
passed upon eacli is one year in jail 
and in Davis’ case a fine of $100, and 
in others a nominal, stun, Davis was 
not present at the trial, he having 
been convicted on an indictment as a 
rioter and skipped the bail upon which 
lie was liberated pending an appeal. 

Fanic in a Public School. 

The Cranch public school in East 
Washington was the scene of a panic 
last Monday morning about 9 o’clock. 
The children wore entering for tho 
day’s study when Grover Hummer a 
child seven years old was seen flour¬ 
ishing a pistol that ho had brought 
from home unknown to his parents 
and playfully remarking that he was 
going to shoot some one, but finally 
saying he would shoot himself and 
pointing the pistol to his head acci¬ 
dentally pulled the trigger and blow 
his brains out. An exciting scene 
followed and the children ran scream¬ 
ing into the streets and some time was 
required to restore- order. Luckily 
no one was injured in the scramble. 

Southern Suckers Bite. 

At Guthrie, O. T,, Within the past 
week a number of letters have boon 
received from parties in Tennessee 
and Mississippi asking about lots they 
had purchased in Cherokee City, Okla, 
Investigation reveals the fact that a 
couple of sharks have been victimizing 
hundreds of people all through /the 
south by selling them lots in Cherokee 
City, which they represent to be the 
coming great city of Oklahoma. 
Cherokee City is in fact, a city on pa¬ 
per alone, located on barren land and 
in the extreme western part of tho 
territory. The lots are not worth the 
paper the deeds are written on. 

Chinaman Wanto a Divorce. 

Tlie first divorce suit brought by a 
Chinaman in Now York is on the 
dockets of that city at present.

Deputy 
Sheriff Dexter and two other officers 
of Bibb county, while searching for 
tho escapes ran up on Morrison and 
another convict named Davis. On 
seeing the two officers approach the 
two convicts crouched behind some 
bushes. Dexter, advancing a few 
feet in front of his fellow-officers, 
commanded the men to hold up their 
hands and surrender, Instead of 
obeying tho command lliey arose and 
fired a volley at ihe officer and Dexter 
fell from his horse, his body being 
filled with shot. The officers returned 
the fire and Jim Davis tumbl'd oyer 
groaning, with a bullet in his groin. 
Morrison ran off' thiough tho woods, 
continuing to shoot at his pursuers 
until he had exhausted his amunition. 


O’Brien is Discharged. 

The criminal prosecution of M. J. 
O’Brien for embezzling $75,000 from 
the Catholic Knights of America, 
while supremo treasurer of the ordeV, 
was begun in Ihe state court at Chat¬ 
tanooga last Wednesday. A plea of 
abatement of indictment was filed by 
tho defense, which claimed that Hie 
Kuighls was not a chartered organiza¬ 
tion under tho laws of Tennessee. 
By tlie legislative act of 1891, uuchar- 
tered associations arc donied the right 
to own property in tho state, and are 
ranked as benevolent institutions. In 
consequence tliere could be no embez¬ 
zlement where no rights of ownership 
existed. On refusal of the prosecu¬ 
tion to join issue on the plea, tlie court 
discharged the prisoner. O’BrienJwas 
allowed to make bond in the sum of 
$15,000 pending an appeal to the 
supreme court.

it has GOO square miles, and each 
of the counties from which the 
new county takes a part, must be 
left with 600 square miles. So we 
see it is utterly impossible to form 
a new county from portions of 
Shelby, St. Clair, Coosa and Talla¬ 
dega,, and leave these counties with 
the ;requisite number of square 
miles, until the constitution is 
changed. The Advocate is in fa¬ 
vor of smaller counties, and would 
sanction a change in the constitu¬ 
tion in this respect; but this can 
only he done, by an amendment of 
the organic law, which must he 
■ sanctioned by a majority of 'the 
voters of the state. We hof>e 
“Fair Play” and the friends oT a 
new county will examine this mat¬ 
ter, so as to be. able to vote- in 
intelligently ; if the county site is 
removed to Calera it will place 
them twelve miles further from the 
court house.

In this issue of the Advocate we 
publish the guarantee signed by 
Col. II. C Tompkins at als, in refer¬ 
ence to taking bonds that may he 
issued by Calera “under its present 
charter,” not exceeding $25,000 
Now the question naturally arises, 
can the city Council of Calera is¬ 
sue $25 ,000 in bonds? She cannot 
do it unless the assessed value of 
the real and personal property with 
in the city limits amounts to $250, 
000. The sssessed value of the 
real and personal property is in 
round numbers $70,000; this as¬ 
sessment does not include the rail 
road property which is supposed to 
be abount $80,000, making the to¬ 
tal value of all kinds of property 
$150,000. The charter of-Calc 
ra authorizes the council to issue 
bonds to not exceeding 10% of the 
assessed value of the real and per¬ 
sonal property; this would author¬ 
ize an issue of 15,000 thousand 
dollars, which would not he more 
than half enough to build the court 
house and jail. Where is the other 
$15,000 to come from? Calera 
can't issue them under her charter; 
and if she could, she could not raise 
enough money by the present rate 
of taxation, viz : .V of 1 per cent 
to pay tho interest.- 

One 1 of 1 per cent, of 150 thous¬ 
and dollars the value of the proper¬ 
ty in Calera would be only $750 dol¬ 
lars, not half enough to pay the in¬ 
terest on the 25 thousand dollars in 
bonds, that Col. Tompkins et als, 
propose to take. These are tilings 
the voters should consider before 
they cast their vote ■■. in order to do 
so intelligently.. 


Editor of the Advocate: The 
permanent location of the county 
site is the absorbing theme just 
now. Why this agitation at all? 
Who started this trouble in our 
county and why? I really can not 
see. any good sense in it. 

Columbiana has been the county 
site for years, it is much nearer 
the center of the county than Cale¬ 
ra, and is more accessible to a 
majority of its citizens than Cale¬ 
ra. it is situated in a healthy 
place, has good pure water, and a 
plenty of it. The moral tone of its 
society is healthy and the best of 
influences i surround it. It lias 
nearly completed one of the best 
school buildings in the county. 
Its people are hospitable, kind and 
courteous. The county has there 
a good court house, not about to 
Call down either, jail, with $8000 
or $9000 worth of cages in it, good 
buildings for jailor, and a good 
poor house farm, with all the ne¬ 
cessary buildings, which I sup 
pose is worth from $30,000 to $50,- 
000 all told. 

Now why, abandon all this? 
Will some one please give me a 
good reason why tiie county seat 
should be moved to Calera. 

1 never heard any objections to 
Columbiana as tho county site in 
my life, till a few years ago, when 
Calera got a bill passed, ordering 
an election when ever she deposit¬ 
ed enough money to defray ex¬ 
penses of tlie election. This she 
failed to do, hence no election was 
held. 

When Mr. Longshore was a mem¬ 
ber of the legislature, Calera want¬ 
ed an act passed ordering an elec¬ 
tion. Mr. L. said if she would get 
up a stronger petition calling for 
an election, than those opposed to 
it, ho would have the act passed. 
This Calera failed to do, and Mr. 
Longshore, did not pass any bill 
authorizing an election. Mr. West 
was elected by.the democratic par¬ 
ty, and he said “you need not send 
any petitions for I am not going 
to pay any attention to them.” 
He being the democratic, member 
from this county, of course could 
have any bill passed he wanted. 

Calera is in tho south eastern 
portion of the county, within two 
miles of the Chilton line. It is 
true that it is a rail-road crossing, 
but it is in a low wet place, so low 
that bridges haver to be built from 
the railroads to the hotels, whose 
first floors are six to ten feet above 
the ground. Tho water in sum¬ 
mer is scarce and very poor. It is 
the only place in the county where 
bar-rooms are allowed by 'law, and 
from what I have been told its 
school house is not respectable. 

Now Mr. Editor, I think I have 
told the truth, without abuse, and 
I ask your readers to think well 
before they cast a vote for Calera. 

Calera says she will build the 
court house and jail free. Grant 
for argument sake that she does, 
(which we can prove she cannot) 
it will cost Shelby county thous¬ 
ands of dollars in taxation. Sup¬ 
pose we had the empty court house 
and jail already built and paid for. 
cages will have to be put in the 
jail which will cost $8000 to $10,- 
000 dollars. A jailors house will 
cost $1000, poor houses will cost 
$1000 to $1500,' a well each for 
court house and jail will probably 
cost $200 or $300 and probably 
more, as they say good water is 
hard to get in soma places in Gale- 


very- particular to say and to say 
it twice “bonds issued under its 
present charter,” knowing full 
well that Calera under its present 
charter could not issue $10,000. 
Calera thinks there is a great deal 
of prejudice against Columbiana 
just at this times, and she expects 
to profit by it. Hut let me say to 
the readers of your valauble paper, 
that if there is a court house ring, 
Columbiana is not the cause of it, 
but that it will go with the court 
house wherever it goes, and if it 
goes to Calera it will go there too.’ 
Let us vote in this matter without 
any prejudice whatever, and the 
lime will soon come when we may 
see changes more to our feelings. 
We will never do our selves any 
good by- voting in the direction of 
taxation. If we vote for Calera 
we are bound to heap up a big tax 
if Calera should build the court 
house and jail free.

Then there will be extra courts 
to inspect and receive the build¬ 
ings which will cost money. There 
will be transportation of all the 
county records, papers, safes and 
other matters which will be con 
siderable. If Calera should build 
the court house and jail free, it 
will cost tiie county from $10,000 
to $20,000 to move the county site 
there.

Editor Advocate: That map 

of Shelby county which the Calera 
Sentinel publishes every week is a 
fraud, and is doing Columbiana 
more good than it is Calera. Every 
body that knows anything at all 
of the situation of the county, 
know the map is untrue. It has no 
scale of miles, but we know that 
Calera is only about two miles from 
the nearest point of .the Chilton 
county line. Taking this distance 
then of two miles as a scale of 
miles, it is only about seven .miles 
from Calera to the Jefferson coun¬ 
ty line, following the L. & N._R. II. 
to said line; and only nine miles 
across the county from Chilton to 
Jefferson county. When, in fact, 
it is at least twenty two or three 
miles from Calera, and twenty live 
miles from the Chilton county line 
to the Jefferson county line, fol¬ 
lowing t he L. & N. R. K. Then, 
according to tho Sentinel’s map, 
Columbiana is only a short dist¬ 
ance over one mile from the Coosa 
River, when I know, Mr. Editor, 
that it is about eight miles from 
Columbiana to the nearest point 
on the Coosa River. These cuts 
and advantages taken by Calera, 
are frauds upon the voters of the 
county, and ought to be exposed. 

I was disappointed that you did 
not pitch in to this map last week. 
It will not hurt Columbiana, mind 
you, where the people are thorough¬ 
ly acquainted with the map and 
geography of the county, but may 
deceive some who are ignorant as 
to this. From the Sentinel’s map 
Calera appears to be not a great- 
ways from the centre of the county, 
when it is really in the extreme 
Southern portion of the .county, 
only two miles or nearer to the 
line of Chilton ; with from twenty 
five to forty miles intervening be¬ 
tween it and the line of Jefferson, 
and, at least, forty 'miles between 
it and St. Clair, or the northern 
line of Shelby. 

I understand that the editor of 
the Sentinel admitted that the map 
was not true and said last week 
that he regretted its inaccuracies. 
His apology for it was that a little 
girl who was in school drew the 
map. But I see he continues it in 
his paper all the same. 

Mr. Editor, in my opinion, Cale¬ 
ra is as inaccessible as any place 
in the county. It is true she has 
more railroads, but it is a fact that 
you and I well know, that by far 
the largest number of people who 
attend courts cannot avail them¬ 
selves of the privileges of railroads, 
for they don’t have the money to 
pay the fare. If they lived right 
on the railroad they would go to 
court through tiie country, by pri¬ 
vate conveyance, or walk. Now, 
then these considerations are out¬ 
side of the question of building the 
court house. They are simply 
based on the ground of convenience 
to the greater number of people. 
On the question of building the 
court house, jail and other public 
buildings, I agree fully with you 
Calera cannot do it, and if it is 
voted to Calera it simply means in¬ 
creased taxes for the next two gen 
erations to come. 

The question of taxation is a 
serious one—one that afreets every 
man, woman and child in thecoun 
ty. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that no voter will forget the 1st 
Monday, the 5th day of February, 
and that a solid mass will go to the 
polls at each voting place, and 
bury the question for all time.

Section 1. Be if enacted by the gen¬ 
eral assembly of Alabama, that it shall 
be the duty "of tiie probate judge of 
Shelby*county, slate of Alabama, to 
order an elect ion to be hold in said 
county on the first Monday in Februa¬ 
ry 1894, far the purpose of permanent¬ 
ly locating- the county site of said 
county; and said election shall be held 
in the manner and under the same re¬ 
st riel ions and penalties as are now 
provided by law for the election of 
members of the genera! assembly. 

> Section :i. Be it further enacted, 
That each voter shall have written or 
printed on his i idiot the name of the 
place at which he desires the county 
site to be permanently located, and it 
shall ba the duty of the board of su¬ 
pervisors to count and compare all 
the votes polled, and if any place shall 
have received a majority of t lie votes 
poiled, they shall declare such place 
the permanent county site: but if no 
place shall have received a majority of 
all the votes polled, then it shall be the 
duty of the probate judge in like man¬ 
ner as before, to order a second elec¬ 
tion to be held on the first Monday in 
May, 13!H, at which election the vote 
shall be taken between the two places 
which shall have received the highest 
arid the next highest vote at the first 
election and tiie majority of the votes 
cast.at said election shall determine 
the question of the permanent location 
of the county site of Shelby county at 
the place winch shall have received 
the majority of all t he votes cast at 
said second election. 

Section .3. Be it further enacted, 
•That if majority of all the votes cast 
at either of the said elections shall de¬ 
termine the removal of the county- 
site of said bounty from its present 
location, then in that event the court 
of county commissioners shall appoint 
five freeholders of said county whose 
duty it shall be to select the most suita¬ 
ble location for the court house and 
other public buildings within one mile 
of tho place chosen as the permanent 
county site and to receive by donation 
a fee simple title to and in any lot or 
land so as to vest the title in the coun¬ 
ty of Shelby. 

Section 4 Be it further enacted, 
That in the event of the county site 
from tho present location, then it shall 
be the duty of county commissioners to 
sell all the lands and other property at 
the present county site and to use tho 
proceeds in the erection of tiie new 
buildings, and they are hereby author¬ 
ised and empowered to execute deeds 
to said property; provided, that noth¬ 
ing herein contained shall prevent 
said commissioners from using any of 
said property in the erection of the 
new buildings; provided, that in the 
event Calera is chosen in either of the 
eictions,the court house shall remain 
at Colmbiana until suitable public 
buildings have been es-cted by and at 
tin: expense of the city of Calera and 
accepted by the court of county com¬ 
missioners of Shelby county. 

Section 5. Be it further enacted, 
That t he managers and clerks of the 
election, provided for in this act, shall 
receive no compensation for their 
services in holding said election except 
the returning officer, who shall be en¬ 
titled to tin* same compensation for 
their services as they are allowed in 
other elections.

No city 
in Alabama lias or can have power 
or authority to issue bonds for any 
such purpose. The writer charges 
that the whole oiler and proposi¬ 
tion of Calera is a fraud of the 
most willful and barefaced kind. 

He further changes that Col. II. C. 
Tompkins, of Montgomery, the 
promoter of the scheme knows that 
Calera cannot issue bonds for any 
such purpose.

Here it is: 

The general assembly shall have 
no power to authorize any county, 
city, town or other subdivision of 
this state, to lend its credit, or to 
grant public money or thing of 
value, in aid of, or toany- individual, 
association, or corporation whatso¬ 
ever, or to become a stockholder in 
any- such corporation, association, 
or company by issuing bonds or 
otherwise. Now by section 886 of 
thccodc-of Alabama wo sec that 
every county is a corporation, it 
reads: “Every county is a body 

corporate, with power to sue and be 
sued.” 

Therefore it is easily to be seen I TIIE 
that the legislature could not con¬ 
stitutionally- grant power to the 
city of Calera to issue bonds for the 
purpose of building a court house 
to present to the county of Shelby, 
a corporation in law. 

But above all, the charter of the 
city of Calera does not even attempt 
in- any place by word or syllable to 
confer any such power on Calera. 
Therefore if the people of Shelby- 
county vote for the county site to be 
at Calera, then there is no earthly- 
doubt that the tax payers will ne¬ 
cessarily be compelled to build the 
necessary buildings.

The history of the bicycle is 
in all that pertains to crudene s, 
novilfev aiid the subsequent, rapid 
development of lines which were 
the foundation of tho modern bi¬ 
cycle of today. Since 1816 the in¬ 
ventive genius of man has been at 
work upon the construction of cy¬ 
cles; but not until 1869, when the 
American velocipede appeared can 
it be said that cycle manufac¬ 
turing took even the (highest form 
of industry. The bicycle of today 
is a radically different affair of that 
of live or six years ago. Within 
this period tlie safety bicycle has 
Superseded the dangerous high 
wheel, cushion tires succeeded sol¬ 
id ones, and these in turn have been 
placed among other back numbers 
bv t lie more modern pneumatic tire. 
The highest grade bicycles of 1893, 
such as tho world famed Victor bi¬ 
cycles have probably reached the 
stage of development where many 
more improvements are improbable 
if not impossible. The maximum 
and minimum in weight have been 
reached and it is now assured that 
from 23 to 35 pounds is the proper 
standard, varying from the former 
for a racer to the latter for very 
rough usage and heavy riders.—

Queer Facts and Thrllllus Adven¬ 
tures which Show That Truth is 
Stranger Than Fiction. 

“Rojiic was saved by a goose, and I 
was wrecked by one,’’ said a lady the 
other day. us she hobbled around on her 
crutch. We naturally inquired how this 
occurred, aud she continuedI might 
go further with the comparison. Rome 
had a sleeping sentinel aud I had a 
drunken, frolicsome driver. It was more 
than twenty years ago when I took a seat 
in a stage coach one morning iu Central 
Maine lor a twenty-mile ride to the cars 
of the Maine Central Railroad. Tho 
driver was a great, lusty, jolly fellow, 
who had a too intimate acquaintance with 
the bottle fiend. He was feeling pretty 
frisky that morning, and when the sun 
was well risen and the earth began to 
warm up he became positively gay. We 
passed a farmhouse where there were 
all sorts of animals and crea¬ 
tures hovering round, waiting for 
breakfast. They were so numer¬ 
ous they crowded out into the road, 
and as we drove into them with our 
spanking four-horse team there was a 
scurrying among them in all directions 
to get out of the way. One goose, in¬ 
stead ot getti g to one side as the others 
had done, scud hissing along the road 
ahead of the horses, dodging this way 
and that, but never getting quite out of 
the way. The driver braced himself and 
began to handle his lines like an expert, 
and to swing from one side of the road 
to the other in pursuit of the goose. The 
stage rocked back and forth like a ship 
at sea. This continued for some dis¬ 
tance. He was trying to run over the 
At last the bird veered out of 
the road up over the bank, and out went 
the horses and coach over the bank, too. 

It was too much for the coach and it 
tipped over. It killed the goose and 
broke my hip, besides injuring other 
passengers 1 ‘They had to pay for 
that folly, didn’t they?” we inquired. 
“Well, the owners of the lino paid me 
$1,200, and got off cheap at that, for I 
am crippled for life. They had to pay 
the others, too, including the owner of 
the goose.” 

A cubious circumstance that may be 
looked upon as a confirmation of the 
doctrine of montal telepathy took place 
in New Orleans recently, in a family of 
importance in tho history of the State. 
This family numbers among its members 
a lady and her twin brother, a young 
man who for the past few years has been 
in business in New Zealand, but who lias 
been expected home on a visit to liis 
sister. One evening lately tho lady 
was sitting surrounded by friends, 
when all at once she gave a pierc¬ 
ing cry, and placing her hand to her 
side fell fainting to tho floor. On 
reviving, she delared that she liad 
been suddenly stabbed just above the 
heart and under the left arm, in¬ 
dicating the spot. She was assured 
that she was laboring under tho purest 
imagination, but was hard to convince 
that this was the case, so plainly had 
she felt the knife enter her body. That 
night a little daughter was born to her, 
and the child was found to be marked 
on the places indicated by the mother as 
the wounds she had imagined. Tho 
marks on the child looked as if they 
might be the cicatiix of old knife wounds. 
The next day a cablegram was received 
from friends of the twin brother in New 
Zealand, informing liis sister that lie 
had been stabbed to death by a native 
iu a quarrel, aud the date given of the 
young man’s death was that of the night 
when his sister had felt, the pang of a 
knife entering her own body. She pre¬ 
vailed on her husband to inquire by 
cable where her brother’s murderer had 
struck him, and to complete the coinci¬ 
dence learned that he had been stabbi d 
twice, once above the heart and again 
under the left arm. She is convinced 
that thiough her affinity with hqr broth¬ 
er she felt his death even as he received 
it. 

Tiie Bucksport correspondent of the 
Bangor News tells of a sailor hailing 
from that town whose thrilling adven¬ 
tures and hair-breadth escapes would fill 
a volume. He is known to fame as Geo. 
A. Jordan. He has fallen overboard, 
lioen thrown overboard and jumped 
overboard. He has fallen from the 
mainmast head, foremast head, mizzen¬ 
mast head, and down tho hatch times 
innumerable. He has been caught iu 
the main sheet, knocked senseless by 
thrashing blocks and first mates and 
picked up for dead on twenty-seven 
different occasions, lie has b; en slashed 
up iu fights ashore and jammed up in 
the dock. Has been wrecked a dozen 
times, and lias floated without food or 
water for a week or more on several occa¬ 
sions. When skipper of tho banker J. 
J. Cowell, on the Grand Banks, his cable 
was caught by a whale and the vessel 
was towed for several hours at lightning 
speed, with the bow almost under water. 
In spite of all these little incidents Jor¬ 
dan is still tough and hearty, and fur¬ 
nishes interesting-newspaper items occa¬ 
sionally. Last fall he was mate of the 
schooner Waterloo, was knocked over¬ 
board by the boom and was in 
the water some time without 

any support till tho vessel, could 

come about and pick him up. His last 
escapade occurred at Rockland. The 
crew of the schooner Pearl had a drunken 
carousal during the absence of the cap¬ 
tain, and in some way set the vessel on 
fire. Jordan was one of the crew, and 
with lus clothes on fire was on the point 
of jumping overboard when he was cap¬ 
tured and the fire extinguished.

If Cleopatra were alive to-day (says tho 
New York Evening Sun), the length of 
her nose would have little to do in de¬ 
termining her career. Noses, as other 
traits in the present advanced state of 
surgery, are merely determinate features. 
If a pug nose does not harmonize with 
the other features or a pensive disposi¬ 
tion, it is easily changed by removing a 
wedge shaped piece between the nostrils. 
This is done without pain by spraying 
the nose with cocaine. If a roman nose 
gives one the air of being too dominant, 
ike hump is removed by making an in¬ 
cision, cutting the flesh away, and a steel 
burr, run by an electric motor, easily 
grinds down the hump. The skin, then 
trimmed to fit, sewed, and properly 
bound, soon heals. Cocaine again ren¬ 
ders the operation a mero detail. In the 
same manner large mouths are trans¬ 
formed into dainty shapes by removing 
the surplus at the corners and sowing 
them up. The surgeon who is the 
authority for these statements says that 
the time will come when skin-grafting 
will he so easily managed that another 
countenance maybe ordered, like anew 
bonnet. 

Policeman Gii.martin received the 
sobriquet of “dancing master” in Jeffer¬ 
son Market Court, Now York, after ex¬ 
plaining to Justice Hogan how he caught 
William Johnson, a colored burglar. 


Early in the morning he had seen John¬ 
son gliding down Sixth avenue, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets. He 
had a bundle uuder his arm and kept in 
the shadow, and Gilmartiu stopped him. 
The bundle contained a fine brand of 
cigars, and Johnson explained he had 
got them as a prize for dancing. Gil 
martin used to be a drum-major, so he 
pulled out his night stick and began 
rapping out a jig on the pavement. 
“Dance to that music, then,” he said. 
The colored man did cot move, even 
though jig, clog, patter and sand dances 
wore pounded out. Gi’.martin concluded 
the cigars were not won for dancing, and 
took Johnson along. At the station- 
house a “jimmy” was found in his boot¬ 
leg. He said he couldn't dance because 
he had an iron foundry iu bis shoe. The 
cigars had been stolen from a saloon. 

A curious old custom, dating from 
ancient Saxon times, is the payment of 
what is known as the “wroth silver,” 
or “wroth penny,” on the last Saturday 
of November of each year at Kuightlow 
Cross in Warwickshire, England. The 
money is paid to the Duke of Buccleugh, 
as lord of the manor ol the Hundred of 
Kuightlow. It is practically a cuiious 
method of collecting tithes due to him 
by immemorial custom. The amounts 
due vary from a penny to two shillings, 
aud are droppod into a hole in the stone 
of the cross. A non-payment of the 
fee may subject the delinquent to a fine 
of twenty shillings for every penny not 
forthcoming, or else the forfeiture of a 
white bull with a red nose aud red ears. 
This penalty was enforced not many 
years ago. After the ceremony the Duke 
provides substantial breakfast to his 
tenants. 

E. Tiltensor, a veteran moldmalcer 
in one of the Trenton (N. J.) potteries, is 
the possessor of a new nose, made to or¬ 
der and made out of flesh. For the past 
twenty-five years he has been carrying 
a large and ugly nose that was the source 
of much annoyance. There were a num¬ 
ber of unhealthy formations on it that 
made it unsightly. He applied to a 
physician at the head of one of the city 
hopitals, and on his advice he had all 
the flesh cut off and the bone cleaned. 

A new nose was then built of flesh taken 
from his forehead and his neck. The 
patient suffered littlo from the operation, 
although he is over sixty years of age. 
The new nose is not quite ns well 
rounded as was his original nose in his 
early days, but it is a marked improve¬ 
ment on what it was recently. 

Pahi,o Ortega, Thomas Lewelling 
and Teedulo Martinez were out hunting 
quail, near Los Angeles, California, 
and had with them a small dog. 
The canine was in the load some distance 
up a canyon. They heard him barking 
aud fighting, and thinking he had en¬ 
countered a coyote or a wildcat, they 
hastened on to assist him, and when they 
arrived at the scene of battle they found 
Keno, the “purp,” in a sanguinary strug¬ 
gle with a monster gray eagle. One of 
the young men shot and killed the bird, 
and ended the fight and doubtless saved 
the dog’s life. The eagle measured 
eight feet from tip to tip. 

A twenty-two-year-oi.d man of Ban- 
gor, Maine, learned for the. first time, a 
few days ago, that he has a twin sister, 
alive and well, in Providence, R. I., 
where she is married and has a family. 
Their mother died when the twins were 
five months old. Two Bangor families 
adopted them, and the one taking the 
girl moved out of the State shortly there¬ 
after. The boy’s father and five brothers 
and sisters kept track of the boy, but 
never told him of his twin sister, and it 
was only by accident ho learned' of her 
existence. 

Captain Gerry Bassett, of Ilyannis, 
Mass., can remember an exciting inci¬ 
dent of tiie War of 1812, when au Eng¬ 
lish privateer chased a cotton-loaded 
schooner into Hyantiis harbor, where 
the captain ran his vessel ashore. Some 
of the tewns-people secured a cannon, 
and fired several shots from the shore, 
which frightened the invaders away with¬ 
out the coveted piizo. Captain Bassett is 
eightv-four 3'ears old aud the son of a 
Revolutionary pensioner. 

A quaint old watch with an even 
more quaint fob chain lies in the dis¬ 
play window of James T. Edwards’ 
diamond room, Chicago. The watch is 
of geld, very thin, open faced, and of 
French make, with engraved silver 
dial and gold hands. It strikes the 
hours and quarters on single and double 
gongs. A double strand fob chain lias 
autique sides and seals deeply engraved. 

A case of petechial hemorrhage, or 
the exudation of blood through the pores 
of the skin, came before the Chambers 
Street Hospital (New York) surgeons re¬ 
cently. The case isoueof the rarest in the 
annals of surgery, and medical opinion 
is divided ns to its cause. The “bloody 
sweat” of tho Saviour is generally be¬ 
lieved to revive explanation in this phe¬ 
nomenon. 

Colonel Alton R. Easton, who died 
in St. Louis recently at the age of 87, 
had two towns named after him—Easton, 
Me., and Alton, Ill. He won v i national 
reputation through his bravery in the 
Mexican and Black Hawk wars. Colonel 
Easton is said to have been tho first white 
child born in the Louisiana territory 
after its annexation to the United States. 

Ax English sparrow met a curious and 
untimely death in London recently iu 
trying to take a drink of water from the 
famous Temple fountain. A gold fish, 
it is declared by witnesses, jumped up 
and seized tho bird by tho leg. A sec¬ 
ond fish did likewise by the bird’s othtr 
leg, aud between them the sparrow found 
a watery grave. 

A curious fact, demonstrating the 
extent of intermarriage between mem¬ 
bers of European royal families, is that 
every crowned head in Europe, with the 
exception, of course, of that of Turkey, 
is descended from the two daughters of 
Duke Ludwig Rudolf, of Brunswick Wol- 
fenbuttel, who died about 150 years ago.

With 
those of their own number who are law 
breakers they have but little sympathy, 
and the government has none at all. I 
like China. I like the Chinese. Moreover, 

I respect them. But in two details 
their national life they me/it unqualified 
condemnation. Their hospitals and their 
prisons are unmitigated national dis¬ 
graces. 

The doplorable condition of the Chi¬ 
nese prisons is justified in the national 
philosophy. To the Chinese mind a law 
is a thing to be obeyed. A law concerns 
millions aud conserves the welfare of 
millions. It must be held inviolate by 
the individual, be his whim, his per¬ 
sonal bent, whatever it may. The Chi¬ 
naman who disregards any item of the 
Chinese law becomes a social leper. In¬ 
dividual tendency, morn! ill-health, in¬ 
herited traits, they are taken into account 
not at all. This is cruel? Yes! But it 
renders existence possible iu the over¬ 
density of Chinese population. 

No Chinaman is “noble” except 
through personal fitness. There are two 1 
exceptions to this rule — two only. The 
direct descendants of Confucius have a 
rank of their own. It is a high rank. It 
is respected. But it gives them no 
power of interference with national 
affairs. The descendants of an emperor 
are never less than royal. But they have 
no necessary power. In brief, then, in 
China “ every man is served according 
to his deserts.” 

A Chinese prison is called a “cangue.” 
Its outer door is barred with bamboo, 
and is guarded by petty soldiers ot 
policemen. The “cangue” contains two 
rooms and two yards. One room and 
odc yard are for men. The other room 
and yard are for women. The space set 
apart for women is very much smaller 
than that for men. But the women’s 
quarters and the men’s quarters are alike 
in being entirely devoid of any pro¬ 
vision for personal comfort or for per¬ 
sonal decency. 

Chinese prisoners are by the govern¬ 
ment provided with absolutely nothing 
but the space beyond which they may 
not pass. If their friends thrust food to 
them through tho bars of the prison fence 
the law does not interpose. Otherwise 
the prisoners may starve. The law does 
not interpose. 

I used to take food to the Shanghai 
prison yards. I was not jeered at. A 
Chinese crowd is, 1 believe, incapable of 
jeering at a woman. But I was con¬ 
demned for it. And a high Chinese offi¬ 
cial remonstrated with my husband. I 
used to buy Chinese food at a cheap chow 
chow shop, and, when I reached a 
prison fence, hire a coolie to feed the 
poor, starving wietches. I did not quite 
care to feed them myself. And it was 
quite impossible for them to feed them¬ 
selves. No Chinese prisoner can reach 
his own mouth, for his nuck is invariably 
locked in a board, which is about three 
feet square. It is very heavy and galls 
the neck. It blisters or ossifies the 
shoulders. The “pig-tail” drags heavily 
over it, and pulls the poor unlocked 
head uncomfortably to one side. It pro 
vents the hands from lifting rice or water 
to the craving mouth, aud from brushing 
from the tingling nose one of the myriad 
insects that infest the prisons and the 
prison yards of China.—[Pall Mall Ga¬ 
zette. __ __ 

Author of “America.” 


The author of “America,” Rev. Dr. 
Smith, is rounding out a hale.aud hearty 
old age at Newton Centre, a station on 
the Boston and Albany Railroad, eight 
miles from Boston. Tho writer of “My 
Country, ’Tis of Thee” lives in a wide, 
brown frame dwelling of two stories, 
whose low, pillared porch is shaded by 
small pines aud other trees that gro v in 
a terraced yard uufenced from tho 
street. 

Dr. Smith is very short and compactly, 
though not stoutly, built, and walks 
erect, except for somewhat rounded 
shoulders, which suggest the scholar 
rather than ngc in one whose movements 
are so quick and certain and whoso 
voice is yet round and full. 

The compositii n of the national hymn 
happened thus: One day when Dr. 
Smith was a student of theology at. An¬ 
dover he was asked by Dr. Lowell Mason 
to look through a book of German 
hyinus and tunes, and translate for Dr. 
Mason’s use iu collections for American 
schools and churches such hymns as he 
might choose; or, when he fancied, 
write new words to fit the German 
music. As the young man sat in his 
room on a gloomy February afternoon 
turning over tho leaves of this foreign 
volume, he came upon a tunc which 
some people say belongs to the Queen of 
England, but which others claim was 
onlv imported, just as her family was, 
from Germany. ‘ He hi\cl never scon nor 
heard of it before, but its movement in¬ 
spired him, and within half an hour he 
had written lines to fit it, which, because 
of their simplicity and vigor and the 
need they filled, grew famous.

Bristles. 


Mahogany Roadways. 


The laying down of mahogany road¬ 
ways sounds almost like a dream of 
oriental magnificence, but it is what the 
Paris municipal council are engaged in 
at the present moment. A portion of 
that almost interminable thoroughfare, 
the Rue Lafayette—that portion nearest 
to the eastern of Franco railway terminus 
—has been pulled up and workmen arc 
laying down blocks of real Brazilian 
mahogany of a peculiarly fine texture 
and color. It is confessedly an experi¬ 
ment, as the mahogany is dearer than 
tho woods ordinarily used for the same 
purpose. Makogauv, however, is not as 
dear as it used to be. The actual cost 
of the new roadway will be fifty francs a 
squaro meter, which is considerably less 
than £2 a square yard. It is hoped that 
the extra outlay incurred will be more 
than compensated for by the greater 
durability of the material.—[London 
Daily News.

Bristles are only obtained from hogs, 
and, straDge as it may seem, the United 
States, which is the largest hog-produc¬ 
ing country, is a very small bristls pro¬ 
ducer. The statement is made in the 
Pharmaceutical Era that for all bristles 
used by piactical workmen in painting, 
decorating,* whitewashing, varnishing, 
where satisfactory results are required, 
we aro obliged to go to other countries 
for our supply. American bristles are 
short, crooked, and only used lor the 
cheapest kinds of brushes, very largely 
in household brushes of low price, and 
small brushes where finished, attractive 
results are cot required. They are short 
because the hogs are killed young, be¬ 
fore the bristles have time to grow 
longer, pork being the article sought by 
the°growers, aud bristles only an insig¬ 
nificant by-product. They are gathered in 
this country at the various large packing 
establishments by contractors who buy 
tho privilege of having men grab what 
bristles they can ss the hogs pass along 
in being cleaned after killing. A stated 
amount is paid per hog. The lniir from 
the ridge of the animal’s back, being the 
best, is secured first, and saved foi 
brush—maker's use. The side hair is 
kept separate and used to mix in cheap 
grades of curled hair for upholsterers. 
Nearly all American bristles are gray, 
which makes them sell for iess than they 
would if white. 


Vaccination Parties, 

Vaccination matinees have become tho 
fashion in Paris. Persons belonging to 
fashionable society co-operate in arrang¬ 
ing to have a doctor and a cow at an 
afFernoon tea. The company are all 
vaccinated from the cow. In some oi 
the large houses on the Champs Elysees 
the cow is taken up in the elevator and 
is temporarily installed in the dining¬ 
room. The cards issued bear the words* 
“On vaccinera.”—[New York Times.

eggs, chickens nnd garden truck 
Smith markets 3,000 bushels of corn 
at 20c. and 500 bushels of wheat 
40c., aud gets therefrom a total 
$800. He pays regular hand $180 foi 
the year’s work, $50 for extra work 
$40 taxes, $100 for absolutely necessar 
America.” Wo are tired of'■fattening 
the rhinoceroses of the old world 
whose skins are thick with avarice and 
selfishness, and warty with the lust 
and dirtiness of so-called royalty, and 
whose horns aro ripped into every 
thing American at every possible op 
portunity, and who would unite to 
crush us, except they have all they can 
do to protect themselves against each 
other. Sleep is a good thing, bui 
incidental expenses, $250 interest; total 
$620. Leaving $180 to apply on the 
principal of the mortgage, by denying 
himself and family nil luxries. In 
1866, a time of abundant money, the 
3,000 bushels of corn would haw 
brought him at least $1,500; the 500 
bushels of wheat, $1,000. Total 
$2,500. His farm hand would have 
cost him $360; extra labor $100, taxes 
$40, $200 to keep up machinery and 
harness; $200 for incidental ex- . 
penses and $350 for interest. 
Total, $1,150. Leaving $1,350 to 
apply on the principal of the 
mortgage, oy denying himself all 'lux- 
urj<s. This is tho difference between 
then and now. Should the people con¬ 
clude to restore good times by issuing 
enough money to bring back tho prices 
of ’66 and loan it at 2 per cent, Mr. 
Smith could pay $1,550 on tho princi¬ 
pal from one year’s crop, because lie 
would save $200 iu interest. The sec¬ 
ond year with n similar crop nnd he 
would knock the mortgage sky-high 
and havo about $600 left, with which 
to patronize the business and laboi 
world, and the third year with a like 
crop, nnd neither interest nor princi¬ 
pal to pnv, he would havo_$1,600 to 
use in mak ing times "'better. A hew 
issue of greenbacks loaned to tho peo¬ 
ple at a low rate of interest will break 
the back of the money power and re¬ 
deem labor.

Synopsis of What is Being Said and 
Done at Washington from Day to Day, 


Irt the Senate. 

S2i> Day.—T he civil servico law 
canr/edn again for its quota of inter¬ 
est-fin the Senate today. There were 
<0.\'!Jre8sioti3 both for and against the 
ppolicy of a civil service. A bill to 
unodify and arrange in order all the 
} pension laws was presented by Mr. 
Palmer of Illinois. The silver ques¬ 
tion was also discussed at some 
length. 

SilRD Day—T he committee on for¬ 
eign relations reported favorably to¬ 
day the resolution that it is unwise 
and inexpedient under existing cir¬ 
cumstances for I he United States to in 
amywAK 'consider at this timo any 
project of annexation of the Hawaiian 
islands. The resolution went over 
lout was later discussed by Mr. Cul- 
Uom. A bill for an American commis¬ 
sion at the Antwerp, Belgium, Inter¬ 
national Exposition was presented by 
Mr. Mandisoti. Mr. Pefler’s resolution 
■denying the authority of the Secretary 
■ of Treasury to issue bonds was dis¬ 
cussed by Senator Stewart, after 
which the federal election bill was 
discussed by Senator Wilson, who 
opposed the bill. 

84th P, ay. —The Hawaiian question 
came pi amply before the senate again 
today, and, after an hour’s brisk dis¬ 
cuss! an, went over until tomorrow. 
The tncsult of the debate was to show 
thAt there is division both in the dem- 
'jeratic and republicau ranks as to the 
wisdom of adopting tlie resolution re¬ 
ported by the foreign relations com- 
MMiflce. Senator Vest objected to it 
■on the grounds that it indicated the 
project for annexation might be fa¬ 
vorably received in tho future, and 
Mr. Allison and oilier republicans ob¬ 
jected co it on (he grounds that, ac¬ 
cording to their interpretation, tho re¬ 
solution pledged the senate as altogeth¬ 
er opposing the principle of annexa¬ 
tion and approving the policy of the 
president in this respect. A half doz¬ 
en amendments are now pending to 
imodifv the phraseology, and it is like- 
lly to be subjected to material changes 
■before final adoption. At 2 o’clock 
the bill repealing I ho federal election 
laws came up as the unfinished busi¬ 
ness. 

Sotii Day.—T he session in tho Sen¬ 
ate today was uneventful. The Ha¬ 
waiian resolution wont over until to¬ 
morrow and Senator Allen of Nebras¬ 
ka made and extended argument in 
favor of his resolution declaring -*+■-=

85th Day. —Only one amendment 
to the tariff bill of importance was 
adopted by the house today, that re¬ 
pealing the reciprocity clause of the 
McKinley bill. The entire day was 
consumed by the New York democrats, 
who were filibustering against the in¬ 
come tax proposition, which they 
feared would be offered along with 
the other features of the internal reve¬ 
nue bill as an amendment to the Wil¬ 
son bill. As on yesterday several 
democratic speeches severely criticis¬ 
ing the bill were delivered. The dem¬ 
ocratic advocates of tho income tax 
became so impatient late in the after¬ 
noon over the coarse pursued by tiie 
New York members that they conclu¬ 
ded that the best way to settle tho 
question would be by holding a cau¬ 
cus. This Mr. Wilson finally agreed 
to, and on his motion the house re¬ 
cessed at 4:3Q p., m., and tho fight 
was transferred from the house to a 
secret place. 

SCtii Day.—T he only amendment 
to tho tariff'bill today was one in¬ 
creasing cut stones unset to 30 per 
cent ad valorem, and taking rough 
uncut stones from the free list and 
putting them on the dutiable list at 15 
per cent ad valorem. Tho ways and 
means committee, which desired to 
reduce the duties from 15 to 10 per 
cent, was overruled.

37tii Day —The tariff debate wa9 
concluded tonight, so far as it reiaies 
to the customs schedule.

There was a great deal of de¬ 
mand from both sides during the af¬ 
ternoon for recognition for the pur¬ 
pose of offering amendments, but 
Mr. Wilson for the committee had tho 
lloor and none got in.

This 
was accomplished by a chango of front 
outlie part of the republicans, who 
voted on the former occasions to have 
free wool go into effect immediately 
upon the passage of the bill. Three

.o’clock, when addresses of eulogy 
were delivered upon the late Logan 
Uhipman, formerly a representative 
from Michigan, and as a father mark 
of respect at 3:50 p. m. the senate ad¬ 
journed. 

36 th Day. —The session of the sen¬ 
ate today was devoted to the discussion 
of Mr. Call’s public land resoluiion 
and a general coloquy over the feder¬ 
al elections bill. A strong appeal was 
made by Mr. Call in favor of home¬ 
steaders of Florida, who were being 
deprived of I heir rights by land grant 
railroads.

One of (lie most remarkable facts qt 
human nature is that, when onco peo¬ 
ple adopt a false notion concerning 
something of which they are wholly 
ignorant, they will cling to it with tho 
utmost teuacity until some serious ex¬ 
perience can correct them and set them 
right. 

This is seen in the persistence with 
which people cling to ancient and 
wholly erroneous prejudices against 
tho Southern country. The eagerness 
and avidity with which people flocked 
to the Oklahoma and Cherokee Strip 
openings to settlement were striking 
evidences of the desire people of the 
old States of the Union have to emi¬ 
grate to new countries. Oklahoma 
and the Cherokee Strip have very lit¬ 
tle good land in their borders, while 
the hardships of camping for weeks 
and months around their confines, so 
that the new settlers might get an op¬ 
portunity to rush in and fight for an 
opportunity to secure a small grant of 
dry and barren land wholly unim¬ 
proved, were extreme, but were un¬ 
dertaken by thousands of families, 
embracing aged men, women aud chil¬ 
dren. Nearly every person who suc¬ 
ceeded in getting some land was thor¬ 
oughly disappointed and dissatisfied, 
but, boiug where they were, the set¬ 
tlers.were generally in no condition to 
surrender and return home, although 
many did that. 

The question has been repeatedly 
asked why those people did not come 
to tho-Southern States, where they 
could find cheap and fertile lands, a 
healthful, and delightful climate, and 
all the conditions for successful agri¬ 
culture and prosperous industry. Tho 
answer to this question is simple. It 
is that people of the Northern States 
have acquired, through long years of 
sectional agitation and prejudice; 
some highly false but extremely inju¬ 
rious notions about tho South. One 
of these is-that our climate is excess¬ 
ively hot and unhealthful. Never was 
there a notion more false.. Tho Gulf 
States are noted for their , salubrity 
and for their freedom from dangerous 
and fatal fevers, except , when they 
are introduced from abroad. The 
bugbear'of yellow’fever is removed 
by the maintenance, of a stric t and 

■yeSr£"* Texas, Alabama and Missi ss¬ 
ippi have also been long exempt. Lack 
of precaution has several times admit¬ 
ted the disease into Florida, and this 
year into Georgia. Alt these visita¬ 
tions were the result of carelessness 
and lack of provisions which has been 
most effectual elsewhere. 

The Gulf States are nearly exempt 
from typhoid and billions fevers, and 
they are favorite and beneficial resorts 
for consumptives. As to the extremes 
of heat, they are unknown here. 
Sunstroke is unknown in the South 
and the thermometer seldom registers 
above 90 degrees of .warmth. Nothing 
is more common, when St. Louis, 
Chicago and other Northern cities arc 
experiencing excessive summer heats, 

•to find here uniform arid moderate 
temperatures from-which nobody suf¬ 
fers. The only complaint that can be 
alleged against the.summer climate of 
the'ciilt Belt is that the season is very 
long, lasting for about five mouths; 
but there are no fierce he ats. The 
wealthy inhabitants of the South are 
accustomed to seek Northern resorts 
in the summer, where they experience 
greater heat than they would at home; 
but.the vast masses of the people stay 
lie re all the year round, and for years 
and years together, and their good 
health; longevity and ability to per¬ 
form every sort of labor are undoubt- 

° l Another bugaboo which has been 
purposely' magnified by the enemies 
of the South ik tiie lawlessness and in¬ 
security to life alleged toMprevail in 
this region. There are too many peo¬ 
ple who were born and reared in Nor¬ 
thern States who live ih the ttb‘tith,;-ati,d 
who are engaged iu every . branch of 
industry, aud who hoM and express 
their own opinions or. any subject, 
and who enjoy the completes? liberty 
and security of life and rights, to let 
that lie go out broadcast much longer. 
Sometimes atrocious crimes drives the 
trood people of communities to ex¬ 
tremes of the rage and fury of wreck¬ 
ing popular violence, but so they do 
in all the States, from the Gulf, to the 
British line. Human nature in Amer¬ 
ica is much the same in every part. 
The South is just as safe for Northern 
people as it is for Southern people, 
and. just as safe for either as any other 
part of this great Union. Let the tes¬ 
timony of citizens and residents who 
have come here from the North be ex¬ 
clusively taken ou this subject, and 
the South will abide by the verdict. 

Another prejudice as unfounded as 
the other is that the South is ho coun¬ 
try for small farms,- but is only adapt¬ 
ed to the cultivation of grqat planta¬ 
tions. Nothing is more absurd, ihe 
o-reat Southern staples of cotton, sugai 
and rice are always -cash crops 
Everybody makes .one or the other, 

because they sell-for cash; but a far¬ 
mer need not devote himself to any of 
them He can make -only a single bale 
of cotton if he shall, choose, and mi 
can o-row as much or as little sn a 
can e’er rice as may suit.his condemn, 
't’hegreat sugar factories, will alwat

senlations which for half a century 
have been actively promulgated and 
propagated to its prejudice. Preju¬ 
dices can only be overcome by slow 
degrees and in long lapses of time, 
but they will wear out finally. Per¬ 
haps this is as well as not, for it •pre¬ 
vents tiie Southern country from be¬ 
ing made the scene of excessive specu¬ 
lative inflamation. Every bubble is 
safe to burst, and the bigger its di¬ 
mensions tiie more widespread will 
bo its effect. Great visitations of 
overspecnlations work damage that 
can never be paid for iu any possible 
benefits that may accrue. Slower 
growth aud legitimate development 
bring the most lasting good. The 
South need not be in too big a hur¬ 
ry.—New Orleans Picayune. 


THEY TAPPED THE BARREL. 

Thieves Get Away With Whisky in a 
Novel Manner. 

The Memphis Commercial says that 
from Eden, Miss., on the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valiev Railroad, comes a 
remarkable story of how some thirsty 
deuizens of a prohibition town work¬ 
ed a slidk.scheme to procure a robust 
quality of ardent spirits. 

A barrel, of liquor was shipped to 
parties at Eden by a Memphis whole¬ 
sale liquor liouse. The brand is said 
to be first-class, though the persons 
who sampled thi3 particular barred 
cannot be induced to say whether it 
was up to the standard. The barrel 
reached Eden a couple of days ago. It 
was left iu the depot over night. When 
tiie depot was ( petted next morning 
the barrel was found to be empty, 
though it had not been moved, nor 
was there any indication that any per¬ 
son had entered the room during the 
night. 

The disappearance of the liquor was 
no less mysterious than lamentable. 
But the secret was soon discovered. 

The depot is built some seven feet 
above the ground. During tho night 
some persons had bored tip through 
the iloOr with an auger. They made 
fajtr holes before tiie auger entered 
the barrel, and when at last they tap¬ 
ped the liquor, they ran a piece of cane 
up through the floor and into the bar¬ 
rel, by. which means they drew off the 
the.liquor. Much of tho coveted sub¬ 
stance Was lost iu tho process, but ev¬ 
idently sulfioi'orit was saved to wel 
a good many whistles _ 




Solid as a Rook. 

“The solid South” has heretofore 
beeu regarded as an alliterative phrase 
denoting the political unity of our peo¬ 
ple, but the experience of the past two 
years gives it a new meaning. 

When we glance over Dun’s roview 
of the past twelve months it becomes 
appparent that the South is tho solid 
section of the republic from a finan¬ 
cial point of view. In twelve South¬ 
ern States last year there were only 1, - 
532 failures—less than 12 per cent, of 
the total for tho entire country. Theso 
failures were for light amounts or 
about 5 per cent, of tho total for the 
United States. 

Tho norlheast and northwest were 
the chief sufferers—the South escaped 
with only a touch of the prevailing 
depression. There was no general 
shutting down of our industries, and 
many of our manufacturing establish¬ 
ment paid much larger dividends than 
their competitors in the North. 

Capitalists and men of enterprise iu 
other section are carefully noting 
these facta and seeking further infor¬ 
mation. It strikes them that if tho 
South can hold her own and even 
make progress under the adverse con¬ 
ditions of the past two yeai'3, this re¬ 
gion must possess wonderful and 
profitable resources, and they are com ? 
ing to the conclusion that the best and 
safest field for investment and devel¬ 
opment is the fair and productive ter¬ 
ritory south of the Potomac. 

It needed this experience to con¬ 
vince tho people of the North and 
West that ours is the richest arid most 
promising quarter of the Union. The 
outside world has now reversed its 
old judgment, and for tho first,time 
in our history wo are receiving duo 
credit for our hard work, enconomy 
and progressive spirit. 

There will never be another greaj; 
tide of emigration westward. For- a 
long timo to come we may expect to 
see wealth and population drifting in 
this direction. Hupch-eds of thousands 
of well-to-do people of tho North and 
West are looking this way. .They feel. 
irresistibly drawn toward a land of 
promise whero it is so easy to live un¬ 
der pleasant conditions—whero econ¬ 
omy and industry can ward off the 
worst panic, and where nearly every¬ 
thing is produced that the world wants 
and muet have.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen¬ 
eral assembly of Alabama, that it shall 
be the fluty of the probate judge of 
Shelby county, state of Alabama, to 
order an election to be held in said 
county on the first Monday in Februa¬ 
ry 180.1, for the purpose of permanent¬ 
ly locating' the county site of said 
county; and said election shall be held 
in thepnanner and under the same re¬ 
strictions and penalties as are now 
provided by law for the election of 
members of the general assembly. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, 
That each voter shall have written or 
printed on his ticket the name of the 
place at which he desires the county 
site to be permanently located, and it 
shall be the duty of the board of su¬ 
pervisors to count and compare all 
the votes polled, and if any place shall 
have received a majority of the votes 
polled, they shall declare such place 
the permanent county site; but if no 
place shall have received a majority of 
all the votes polled, then it shall be the 
duty of the probate judge in like man¬ 
ner as before to order a second elec¬ 
tion to be held on the first Monday in 
May, 189-t, at which election the vote 
shali be taken between the two places 
which shall have received the highest 
and tiie next highest vote at the first 
election and the majority of the votes 
cast at said election shall determine 
the question of the permanent location 
of the county site of Shelby county at 
the place which shall ' have received 
the majority of all the votes cast at 
said second election. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, 
That if majority of all the votes cast 
at either of the said elections shall de¬ 
termine the removal of the county 
site of said county from its present 
location, then in that event the court 
of county commissioners shall appoint 
five freeholders of said county whose 
duty it shall be to select the most suita¬ 
ble location for the court house and 
other public buildings within one mile 
of the place chosen as the permanent 
county site and to receive by donation 
a fee simple title to and in any lot or 
land so as to vest the title in the coun¬ 
ty of Shelby. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, 
That in the event of the county site 
from the present location, then it shall 
he the duty of county commissioners to 
sell all the lands and other property at 
the present county site and to use the 
proceeds in the erection of the new 
buildings, and they are hereby author¬ 
ised and empowered to execute deeds 
to said property; provided, that noth¬ 
ing herein contained shall prevent 
said commissioners from using any of 
said property in the erection of the 
new buildings; provided, that in the 
event Calera is chosen in either of the 
elutions,the court house shal' remain 
at Colmbiana until suitable public 
buildings have been eroted by and at 
the expense of the city of Calera and 
accepted by the court of county com¬ 
missioners of Shelby county. 

Section 5. Be it further enacted, 
That the managers and clerks of the 
election, provided for in this act, shall 
receive no compensation for their 
services in holding said election except 
the returning officer, who shall be en¬ 
titled to Cue same compensation for 
their services as they are allowed in 
other elections.

IN A MEXICAN HOTEL. 


’IVlH.-rn Sleep Is I.lke the Death of the 
Very Wicked. 

There is no denying that it is in the 
hotels that fate does her worst for you 
fin Mexico, says a writer in a current 
'magazine. A bedroom in one of them 
always suggests the expression “ a spa¬ 
cious mausoleum.” It is so large, so 
'dim, so bare; and sleep there simulates 
.'doath (the death of the very wicked) 
more nearly than it does in other 
,place 3 . Twenty-five by twenty feet in 
size, the brown rafters showing far 
above one’s head, with one window, 
•huge, iron-grated, opening flush upon 
the sidewalk, such was the typical ho¬ 
tel bedroom in which the writer found 
himself one .night in San Luis Potosi. 
Beggars, fruit sellers, and those merely 
interested in our personal—very per¬ 
sonal—affairs stood on the sidewalk and 
watched us until we closed the solid 
wooden shutters, and left ourselves in a 
■black, unventilated box. The stone 
floor was covered here and here with 
an ill-smelling carpet, and two narrow 
iron beds stood in remote corners, puro 
white, laced and frilled, and piled up 
with bolsters of uncompromising hard- 
‘ness. A marvelous combination affair 
of Vienna bentwood held our hats, 
clothes, the inevitable cut-glass water 
bottles and highly illuminated tin ba¬ 
sin; and in the'middle of the room was 
a black expanse of table. The feeblest 
of tallow candles in a quaint brass 
holder furnished our only light; but 
who could complain of alack of modern 
conveniences when from the blue dis¬ 
tance of the kalsomined wall there 
gleamed impertinently the whito but¬ 
ton of an electric bell? A needless 
luxury it seemed when the “mozo” 
who would, possibly, have answered it 
had we rung, was snoring on his palm 
mat in the patio, amid tho flower-pots, 
water-jars, and donkeys, within kick¬ 
ing distance of our door. 

The Name America. 

The name of America for the new¬ 
ly discovered continent was first pro¬ 
posed In the little volume put forth 
at St. Die, in the Vosges, in the year 
1507, by Waldzecmuller, better 
known by the Helized form of his 
name, Hylacomyius. Three or four 
editions of this treatise were pub¬ 
lished at St. Die before 1507, and a 
few years afterward an edition with¬ 
out date was printed at Lyons by 
'Jean de la Place. All these editions 
are of extreme rarity, and; probably 
that printed at Lyons is the rarest of 
all, though the library of the British 
Museum possesses two copies of it. 
It has never been suggested that any 
maps were eQgraved to accompany 
either of these editions, but it has 
always been supposed that the earli¬ 
est map with the word “America” 
marked on the new-found world was 
the “Typus Orbis” engraved on wood 
for the “Enarrationes Johannis Cam- 
ertis in C. Julii Solini Polyistoria,” 
ptinted in Vienna in 1560 for Joan¬ 
nes Singrenius. In this map the new 
world is represented as a long island, 
on which is the inscription: “Anno d 
1497 hsec terra cum adjacentibus in¬ 
sults inventa est per Oolumbum Ian- 
uensem ex mandate regis Castelle. 
America provincial’

A writer in the Farmers’ Voice thus 
delivers himself very interestingly: 
“It is not my desire to dictate rules 
for my neighbors. But the following- 
are some of the rules I have followed 
for years, and I like them: Have a 
place for everything and have every¬ 
thing in its place, so that if you want 
it you can find it at midnight without 
a light. Be cheerful about the house 
nnd see that the boys help mother in 
every way possible. Subscribe for all 
the newspapers and periodicals that 
the lamny can read, even if it neces¬ 
sitates economy in some other direct¬ 
ions. Light the home well at night so 
that the children will not think the 
farm home dreary. Have the chil¬ 
dren learn music. Nothing is 
a greater home winner than 
music. Never contract a debt that 
you cannot certainly see the way clear 
to pay. House all the farm machinery 
as soon as you are done using it. Keep 
no more stock than you can keep well. 
Join a farmers’ organization, attend its 
meetings regularly and work for its suc¬ 
cess. Attend church every Sunday and 
see that the minister does not starve. 
Determine that the children shall have 
a better education than the father has. 
Strive to improve tho methods of farm¬ 
ing each year. Study the markets, for 
half the battle is to know when, wiiere 
and how to sell your products. Study 
public questions and vote not as the 
party demands, but as your interests 
require. Be a self-respecting, inde¬ 
pendent American citizen, and realize 
that the farmer is the most useful fac¬ 
tor of civilized society.”

THEY MUST GO BACK TO SILVER. 

A special from London to the New 
York World some days- ago strongly 
intimates that India must remonetize 
silver. It said: 

The event of the week in London 
which is of the most importance to the 
United States was the bill practically 
adopted in parliament last Tuesday 
authorizing the Indian government to 
borrow $50,000,000 to' meet maturing 
obligations between now and March. 

The importance of this to the United 
States lies in the frank admission that,, 
so far at least, the experiment of clos¬ 
ing the Indian mints to the free coin¬ 
age of silver has completely failed to 
achieve what that closing was maamt 
to achieve—that is, the maintaining of 
the value of the rupee. 


“The London morning journals of 
both parties and the weekly financial 
nowspapers published today unite in 
declaring that the situation in India 
is most critical, and the Manchester 
Gaurdian representing the vast 
. Lancashire interests, very bluntly in- 
.‘-tiijiates that if President Cleveland 
Vifreists on the conference for establish- 
iiig an international agreement, as he 
asks in his message for power to do, 
England must he prepared to assume 
a much more complaisant attitude than 
at Brussels. 

“The present situation in India may 
be briefly stated thus: The Indian 
Government holds at home a large 
amount in silver to pay gold debts in 
England. To pay tliese 'debts now 'in 
silver at presont prices would entail a 
loss which, as The Times says, would 
be ‘so large as would cause the most 
serious financial embarrassment. ’ 
Therefore, India is obliged to borrow 
enough to tide over the present emer¬ 
gency, hoping for either a radical im¬ 
provement in Indian affairs or the ap¬ 
preciation in value of silvor before the 
new debt falls due. 

“All the financial papers today ex¬ 
press disbelief that either of these con¬ 
ditions is to be hoped for, and they 
substantially agree with tho Manches¬ 
ter Guardian, summing up its argu¬ 
ment, intimates that this solution must 
be speedily adopted. 

“The Indian, the American and tho 
British government,” it says, “have 
tho ability in themselves alone, nnd 
unaided by any other power, to solve 
the problem once forovor and to dic¬ 
tate the monetary system of the world. 
Both the Indian and. the United States 
governments desire the bimetallic so¬ 
lution which has been advocated by all 
the ablest finance ministers of India is/ 
approved by scientific economists 
throughout the world and by an in-, 
creasing number of the most responsi¬ 
ble capitalists, bankers and financiers 
in London, and has been declared 
foasible and desirable by a majority of 
a royal commission appointed to in-/ 
vestigate the question.”

ENDORSING THE NATIONAL PLATFORM. 

The following resolutions were adop¬ 
ted by the People’s Party of Richmond 
county, Ga., at a recent meeting: 
“Recognizing the general depression 
and stagnation of business and indus¬ 
tries throughout tho length and breadth 
of our country, which is causing en¬ 
forcedidleness of hundreds of thouands 
of workingmen, bringing a wide sxiirit 
of discontent, distress and suffering to 
millions of men, women and children, 
and further robbing them of a living, 
which fearful condition is due to a 
vicious and corrupt legislation upon 
finances, the repeal of the Sherman law 
and the goldbug policy of the present 
democratic-republican administration, 
therefore, be it resolved 1. 
That we endorse tho nation¬ 
al platform of tho people’s party as 
formulated and adopted at Omaha July 
4, 1892. Resolved 2, That we endorse 
the state platform as outlined in the 
People’s Party Paper. Resolved 3, 
That we most emphatically condemn 
tho election methods of Aucnstn- and 
Kieiimoncl county as practiced by tho 
democratic party in debauching the 
ballot bo$ by. bribery, whisky, num¬ 
berless repenting of voters and ward 
heeling and voting of fictitious and 
other men’s' names. Resolved 4, That 
we call upon all good citizens to aid 
in correcting this evil and obtaining a 
pure ballot and elective system.”

REFORM AS REFORM IS. 

Just before the adjournment of the 
52nd congress, which was rejiublican 
in the senate aud democratic in tho 
lower house, some gentlemanly gentle¬ 
man introduced a hill to allow each 
congressman $1,200 in addition to his 
regular salary “lor clerk hire.” It 
went through with a whoop. Some of 
the congressmen have a clerk, while 
others are too honest(?) to impose on 
the government and simply draw the 
salary of the clerk themselves. 

Well, time went on, as she always 
does, until the extra session met last 
August. The election of ’92 had changed 
the political complexion of both 
branches of congress. There was a 
clear working majority in the senate 
and 104 majority in tho house. King 
Cleveland used his official goad on 
them until tho Sherman law was re¬ 
pealed and silver demonetized. Then 
he said: “Boys, yon havo obeyed me, 
now you may go home and rest until 
the time for the regular session, which 
is December.” Then the great(?) re¬ 
form congressmen, with passes in thier 
pockets and sin in their hearts,decided 
to make another haul. The law allows 
them 10 cents mileage for each session 
of congress—10 cents each way, from 
their homes to Washington and return. 
Be it known that railroads only charge 
from two to three cents a mile, but 
congress pays itself 10 cents per mile, 
making from two to three hundred per 
cent profit. But there was no law to 
collect mileage for extra sessions. 
So they passed tho urgency de¬ 
ficiency hill.” That bill has been 
examined aud it turns out that 
the $175,000 appropriated was not for 
any government expenses, but for 
mileage for the congressmen. Thus it 
was that in the year 1893 a Democratic 
senate and a Democratic house did 
something never attempted even by the 
Republicans, They drew $350,000 for 
mileage when they were only entitled 
to mileage for one trip each way, or 
$175,000. In other words, they drew 
40 cents for each mile traveled-when it 
only cost them 12 cents, making a clear 
profit of 28 cents per mile. That may 
suit sonio people, hut we call it doivn- 
right rascality.— Progressive Farmer.

TURNED BACK BY A FLY. 


Army 


Little Insects Cause Lobengula’s 
to Retreat. 

Probably never before the Matabelo 
war has it happened that the retreat of 
an army and a king was stopped by a 
fly, and its very strangeness gives the 
fact a peculiar interest. When Loben- 
gula was lately defeated by the English 
ho retreated^ intending ’to cross the 
Zambesi river and take refuge in the 
swampy oountry thereabout. All went 
well until ho reached the “tsetse fly 
country, ” when he was forced to turn 
back and again face his enemies. The 
fly in this country stings, and although 
it is harmloss to men, mules and goats, 
yet horses and cattle always perish 
under its attacks. Lobengula and his 
followers could not penetrate tho fly 
country without leaving their cattle 
behind, and if this were done they 
would starve for lack of food. 

The formidable tsetse is a trifle 
larger than our house fly and is striped 
yellow and black. Through a horny 
proboscis it injects a poison into its vic¬ 
tims. The tsetse's sting produces no 
immediate effect, but in a few days 
there appears an oxudation for about 
half an inch around the puncture. 
The eyes and nose begin to run. The 
skin quivers as if with cold, and swell¬ 
ing under tho jaw occurs. The animal 
grows thin nnd weak, until it is but 
little more than a skeleton. It may 
live in that c; ndition for months, but 
death always occurs eventually. It is 
a peculiar ’fact that the stronger and 
healthier the bitten animal is the 
sooner its death will result from tho 
tsetse’s sting. The verv strong animals 
aro also afflicted usually with stagger¬ 
ing and blindness. Sometimes swarms 
of these flies attack a horse. The 
horse usually dies within a week, and 
if the body is opened his blood is found 
much reduced in quantity and there 
are signs of disease in the lungs and 
liver. 

No remedy for the tsetse's poison 
has ever been found, although the na¬ 
tives have tried all sorts of decoctions 
of herbs and roots. 

California’s Rich Gold Fields. 

Expert miners nrodict that the new 
South African gold fields will prove 
richer even than California’s. Thus 
seems hard to believe when the im¬ 
mense amount of the precious metal 
yielded by California is considered. 
The gold produced in that State since 
1850 exceeds $1,250,000,000, and the 
yield at present amounts to about $13,- 
000,000 a year, or perhaps $7,000.000 more 
than that of any other State. The out¬ 
put has decreased somewhat in recent 
years, but the decline is duo, not to 
any general exhaustion of the terri¬ 
tory, but to the suspension of tho hy¬ 
draulic mines, which of themselves 
turned out something like $10,000,000 
annually. 

These figures set a high mark for 
boomers of tho South African gold 
fields. They represent a contribution 
to the wealth of tho world never 
equaled by any similar area of terri¬ 
tory on the face of the earth. And 
California, notwithstanding the diver¬ 
sion of vast sums of hot' energy and 
capital to profitable mining operations 
for other minerals, is still turning out 
more than one-third of all the, gold 
produced in the United States.

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Another Great Ship Canal. 

The great canal between the North 
and Baltic seas is fast approaching 
completion, and the engineers say that 
it will be opened without fail next 
year. It has no locks or sluices along 
its course, but at each end there aro 
gates regulating the water level in tho 
caual- The average level will be the 
same as that in the Baltic. The bed of 
the canal is 27 foet below normal water 
level and it has a bottom width of 66 
yards. The slope of the sides is either 
two to ono or three to one, and the 
least depth of water is to be about 18 
feet deep. Tho Baltic trading steam¬ 
ers generally draw less water than this 
minimum and are of such a beam that 
they can easily pass in the canal. Tho 
greatest amount of curvature is made 
with a radius of 3,000 feet, and 63 per 
cent, of the canal is straight. During 
the summer about 5,000 men have been 
at work on the great ditch, and up to 
tho present time about 100,000,000 cubic 
yards of excavation have boon com¬ 
pleted at an expense of about $17,500,- 
003. The entire cost of the canal is es¬ 
timated at $39,000,000, of which sum 
Prussia contributes $12,500,000 and the 
German Empi re the -balance.
